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HAITI'S PRESIDENT DEAD 





FLORVILLE GELAN HIPPOLYTE AS 
SOLDIER AND POLITICIAN,

We Was Ferocious, Savagely Intelli- 
gent, Fearless, 2 Voodoo, in Fine 
an Excellent Ruler of His Coun- 
try—Herculean Task Accomplished 
in the Overthrow of Legitime’s 
“udicrous Government and in the 
Subjection of Conspiracies. 

Paris, March 25.—A dispatch has Leen re- 
ceived at the Haitian Bank here saying 
that Gen. Hippolyte, President of the Hai- 
tian Republic, is dead. The dispatch gives 
the cause of his death as apoplexy. No an- 


nouncement has been received at the Hai- 
tian Embassy. 


Florville Gélan Hippolyte was ferocious, 
Bavagely intelligent, fearless, a voodoo—in 
fine, an excellent ruler of Haiti. 

Among his predecessors, Dessalines was 
killed in a riot, Pétion died of a broken 
heart, Christophe shot himself, Boyer was 
Geposed and exiled to Jamaica, Hérard Ri- 
viére was banished, Pierrot was deposed, 
Soulouque was deposed, Geffrard was de- 
posed, Salnave was shot, and Riche died of 
@ prolonged debauch. Only Boisrond Canal, 
who was President. from 1876 to 1879, could 
live at Port au Prince after his retirement, 
but even he lived in constant fear of

trouble. He was not a hero that the Hai- 
tians could admire, although the army 
would have supported him when Légitime 
threatened his arrest. Hippolyte was ad- 
mired by the entire north in Haiti. 

His bravery had the glamour of European 
sanction. He was an officer of the Cap 
Haitien in 1865, when Geffrard besieged the 
town. The civil authorities had heedlessly 
offended the British, and these, six months 
after Geffrard’s army began a series of in- 
effective assaults which might have fur- 
nished material for an epic poem if the 
Huitians were not hopelessly prosaic, blew 
up the ramparts, demolished the forts, and 
dispersed the defenders. These, with the 
single exception of Hippolyte, tried to escape 
punishment and begged for mercy. Geff- 
rard exempted him from the summary sen- 
tence of death which was _ pronounced 
against the chiefs among the Vanquished, 
and the official report of the victory to the 
British Government, said: ‘‘ We were the 
first to regret the extremes to which we 
have been driven at Cap Haitien. It gives 
us..pleasure to state that we have met an 
enemy who were assuredly weaker than 
ourselves, but who were worthy of us.” 

When Hippolyte became Senator he 
caused the property which had been confis- 
eated from Geffrard after the insurrection 
which overthrew him in 1867 to be re- 
turned to him. Hippolyte’s principal adver- 
sary in the Senate was Francois Denis Légi- 
time. The latter was a Cabinet Minister un- 
der Salomon, and had a reputation for 
honesty, having risen to his position in the 
public service from the lowest grade of 
clerkship through all the stages of official 
dignity. President Salomon feared him, 
and decreed his banishmen.. 

The people revolted, called upon Boisrond 
Canal to lead them, and forced Salomon to 
a determination to resign. The latter chose 
as his successor Gen. Seide Télémaque, who 
governed the northern district, Hippolyte’s 
stronghold. Hippolyte advised him to take 
the Presidency by force of arms, not to aec- 
cept it as an act of grace from the Pres- 
ident, since Légitime’s supporters were loud- 
ly clamorous. Télémaque took up arms at 
Cap Haitien in August, 1888, and Salomon 
issued a proclamation placing the town un- 
der martial law and declaring the General 
a traitor. Anselme Prophéte and Hérard 
Forest were appointed Generals of Salo- 
mon’s army, with instructions to raze Port 
au Prince if it harbcred citizens not devoted 
to the President. Boisrond-Canal took the 
City of Port au Prince by a division of his 
forces as comical as an Offenbachian pian 
of battle, and deposed Salomon. 

Télémaque then marched on the city to 
claim the Presidency, but the admirers of 
Légitime had already recalled him from 
Kingston, and it was decided to convene the 
Constitutional Assembly for an election. 
Meanwhile, a provisional Government was 
formed, with Boisrond Canal for President, 
Télémaque, War and Navy Minister, and 
Hippolyte, Minister of Police and Public 
Safety. 

The delegates of the south favored Lé- 
gitime, those of the north Télémaque, and 
as the returns of the elections for dele- 
gates were received, they indicated, without 
doubt, the latter’s election. The followers 
of Légitime formed an insurrection against 
the provisional Government, and, as Téjé- 
magque, the evening of Sept. 29, went out of 
his house to take command of his troops, 
he was killed by a rifle shot, the origin of 
which was never verified. 

The northern members of the Constitu- 
tional Assembly vowed vengeance against 
Légitime, but instead of retaining their 
seats and defeating him by a ballot, they, 
led by Hippolyte, quitted the city; to found 
in. the north a provisional Government, havy- 
ing os yg at its head while Légitime 
usurped the Presidency with votes of south- 
ern delegates. 

Hippolyte accomplished a herculean task. 
The north wasgvithout mavy, army, ammu- 
nition, or money. Its ports were blockaded. 
Légitime had a fleet in the harbor of Port 
au Prince, well stocked garrisons, and the 
Treasury of the Banque Nationale. Hippo- 
lyte drilled troops, obtained gunboats from 
the President of San Domingo, the services 
of Mason Cooper, an American, as Admiral,

Fritiion, Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Port au Prince, besides the resentment of 
geome of the most important citizens of the 
capital against the extravagant expendi- 
tures of Légitime’s Ministers. 

It is necessary to keep relative conditions 
in mind. Haitian Ministers and Generals 
are ludicrous, and one would laugh at them 

erpetually if they were not occasionally 
brutal. Victor Cochinat described them 
with such realism in Paris that the Haitian 
Government recalled him and gave him a 
fortune for fear of daily ridicule. Haitian 
army officers carry the luggage of travelers, 
wear parts of uniforms, and are rfectly 
barefooted. Their names are ippolyte 
when they have read Racine, Télémaque 
when.they have read Féneign, or Saint- 
Preux when they have read Rousseau. If 
they were not under a republican form of 
Government their names would be as they 
were in the time of Soulouque—they would 
be Ducs de la Panade and Princes de la 
Marmelade.. When they are rich ang haye 
been educated in Paris they are grotesque.

6, and massacred its prisoners, bribed Dar- 
dignac to surrender at Jacmel, rallied Léo- 
gane, Petite intviére, and Petite Goave, and 
tinally captured Port au Prince. 

He was elected President Oct. 27, 1889, 
and began a Government of political tol- 
erance, granting amnesty by proclamation 
Dec. 31, 1891, and permitting Légitime to 
live undisturbed ‘at Port au Prince. But 
leaders, as soon as they were permitted to 
utter opinions, expressed dissatisfaction 
at his distribution of patronage among his 
former enemies of the south. Exiled as- 
pirants for his office united under Gen. 
Manigat and formed a conspiracy in which 
Cabinet officers were implicated. In De- 
cember an attempt to kill Hippolyte was 
made by three men, who were captured and 
summarily executed. The President then 
enforced a despotic military régime. 

In August, 1892, Gens. Monplaisir and Ar- 
neaux chartered at Kingston the schooner 
William Irving and tried to smuggle into 
Haiti a cargo of rifles and cartridges in or- 
der to raise an insurrection on the south 
coast. They were unable to land, and, re- 
turning to Kingston Harbor, threw their 
arms overboard, but were detected, and in 
May, 1893, were tried by the British courts 
for violating the Foreign Enlistment act, 
and fined $1,000 each. Hippolyte sent an 
army of 2,500 men to the border, and Presi- 
dent Heureaux of Santo Domingo, suspect- 
ing a design to aid the revolutionists of his 
country, sent an equal force to meet the 
Haitians. The two Presidents came to an 
agreement that neither country should give 
refuge to exiled citizens nor permit a for- 
eign country to obtain territorial rights on 
the island. The latest reports which the 
President's Government gave were reports 
of conspiracies undone by assassination. 





FOR A SOUND-MONEY POLICY, 


Bankers in the Movement—What Mr. 
Hentz Says of the Outlook. 


Banks have enlisted in the sound-money 
campaign begun by the Chamber of Com- 
meree, and are sending out to their corre- 
spondents throughout the country an appeal 
urging them to join in the movement for 
unequivocal declarations in favor of the 
gold standard by the National Conven- 
tions of the two great parties. The plan is 
to secure the election of sound-money del- 

yates. The American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion has committed itself to the movement 
through its Executive Committee, and will 
be active in its support. 

In addition to the banking influence, it is 
believed that merchants will use their 
power to the same end, and that delegates 


to the conventions will be given to under- 
stand that parrying with the financial ques- 
tion will not be tolerated. 

Henry Hentz’s recent intimation, given 
out by him as Chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce Committee, that failure by the 
two great parties to declare for a single 
standard would justify an independent nom- 
ination by business men on a sound-money 
bass, seems to have had the effect in- 
tenied. Mr.:Hentz has just returned from 
Chicago, where he went in the interest of 
the original movement. He said yesterday 
in regard to the visit: 

“The feeling for sound money is becom- 
ing strong everywhere. Business men are 
fully convinced that we must rid our- 
selves of the money question before a basis 
for enduring prosperity can be firmly estab- 
lished. In Chicago I found business men 
were for sound money, Republicans and 
Democrats alike. They will not vote for a 
party that straddles or evades the ques- 
tion. 

“I see that reports are circulated to the 
effect that President Cleveland is active in 
the gold campaign. I have not talked with 
Mr. Cleveland, nor has he written to me, 
but I know he is much in earnest on the 
subject, as is also Secretary Carlisle. The 
President believes that no party can win 
unless it comes out for sound money. He 
wants to see the Democrats nominate a 
gold-standard man. 

“ From’ what I Jearnéd in the West,-In- 
diana will declare for gold, and probably 
both parties will favor sound money. Chi- 
cag? is as strong for a gold standard as 
New-York. The feeling seems to be that 
we can wait for a new tariff, but we cannot 
exist with bad money. Business men real- 
ize thatrythe production of gold is increas- 
ing, and that there is a sufficiency in sight 
to meet all needs. At the same time, the 
actual value of silver has not decreased 
for the past three years. 

“TIT am now assured that one or both of 
the great parties will come out boldly for 
the gold standard, so it will not be nec- 
essary to hgld a business men’s conven- 
tion.”’ 

BROOKLYN MEN TO BE IGNORED. 
The Greater New-York Bi!l 
Passed by Order of Mr. Platt. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The Brooklyn men 
who tried retaliation against Mr. Platt in 
the State Convention last night are likely 
to learn within twenty-four hours that two 
can play at that game. They carried out 
their threat to oppose the machine candi- 
date for Presidential honors if Mr. Platt 
insisted on passing the Greater New-York 
bill against their wishes. The Greater New- 
York bill will. be up in the Assembly to- 
morrow, and, now that the Brooklyn men 
have gone out of their way to oppose Mr. 
Platt, Mr. Platt will show them no mercy. 

The Greater New-York bill will be passed 
over their heads to-morrow by a _ vote 
which will be made as large as machine 
methods can make it. There has been 
active work to-day to get all the strag- 
gling Assemblymen into the chamber to- 
morrow, and to roll up a larger vote for 
corsolidation than there would otherwise 
have been. The Brooklyn men may make 
all the threats of fighting Gov. Morton 
that they please, and neither Goy. Morton 
nor the machine leaders will yield a peg. 
The Brooklyn men's hand has been seen, 
and the Governor's friends feel that they 
have nothing to lose. 

There has been no time since the bill 
was amended to its present form when its 
passage has been at all doubtful, although 
some have feared that when it shall return 
from the Mayors of the three cities, with- 
out the approval of Mayor Wurster, there 
might be difficulty in passing it a second 
time. But the action of the Brooklyn 
delegates in the convention, it is thought, 
settled that. The took the position of 
open defiance to r. Platt and the can- 
didate who will receive the machine's 
support at St. Louis, and every Senator 
and Assemblyman who values his stand- 
ing in the Republican organization will 
be told that a vote against the Greater 
New-York bill will be considered a quasi- 
indorsement of the men who voted in the 
State Convention to substitute the names 
of Messrs. Jewett and Thomas for those 
of Platt and Lauterbach. A hint of this 
sort will be all that is needed, 

The bill which is to come before the 
Assembly to-morrow is the one which the 
Senate passed two weeks ago. It appears 
as the special order for the day, on its 
thir&é reading and final passage. Ample 
time will be given for debate upon it, and 
amendments may be proposed if the Brook- 
lyn men see fit to make their fight for a 
referendum or for resubmission. Then the 
bill will be passed. The machine leaders 
say to-night they expect not more than 
30 out of a possible 150 votes may be cast 
against it.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Lincoln Casey, retired, late Chief 
of Engineers United States Army, died at 
his home in this city at 2 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. 1 

Gen, Casey, accompanied by his son, was 
on his way to his office in the new Con- 


gressional Library Building, of the construc- 
tion of which he had charge, and became 
ill in a street car. Death was apparently 
due to paralysis of the heart, superinduced 
by acute indigestion. 

‘“*A vigorous administration, a skill in his 
profession, and an unsuilied integrity have 
characterized the execution by him of the 
varied and important duties confided to his 
charge,”’ was the eulogy of Gen. Casey con- 
tained in the concluding paragraph of the 
general orders issued May 10, 1895, an- 
nouncing his retirement from active serv- 
ice. 

Gen. Casey was the son and the grandson 
of soldiers. His father was Gen. Silas 
Casey, and a brother of that name, Capt. 
Silas Casey of the United States Navy, sur- 
vives him. He was born at Madison Bar- 
racks, Sackett’s Harbor, N. Y., May 10, 
1831. He was appointed to the United 
States Military Academy as cadet at large 
in 1848, and four years later graduated at 
the head of his class. 

Entering the Engineer Corps as Second 

Lieutenant in 1852, he was assigned to duty 
in connection with works of improvement 
in Delaware River and Bay. 
-At the outbreak of the civil war he was 
sent to New-England as Superintending En- 
gineer of the permanent defenses and field 
fortifications on the coast of Maine. He 
was brevetted Lieutenant Colonel and Colo- 
nel in March, 1865, ‘“‘ for faithful and meri- 
torious services during the war.’”’ He was 
sent to Europe in 1873 on official business. 

While serving as Superintending Engineer 
of Public Buildings and Grounds in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, he was placed in charge 
of the Potomac Aqueduct, and to him also 
was committed the completion of the State, 
War and Navy Departments Building, and 
the Washington National Monument, and 
the construction of the Medical Museum 
and Library. * 

He was President of the Board of En- 
gineers for fortifications and other public 


works at New-York from 1886 to July 6, 
1888, when he was appointed Brigadier 
General and Chief of Engineers United 
States Army by President Cleveland. He 
was charged by act of Congress in Octo- 
ber, 1889, with the construction of the Con- 
gressional Library Building, and in appre- 
ciation of his ability Congress continued 
him after retirement in charge of the work. 
It was in pursuance of this duty that Gen.

The War..Department was informed of 
Gen. Casey’s death. Appropriate action 
will be taken when the family has been 
consulted. 

The death of Gen. Casey removes one of 
the best-known and most active Govern- 
ment officers. Besides being in charge of 
work’ on the Library ‘of Congress Building, 
he was at the time of his death a member 
of several boards. 

While Chief Engineer of the army he 
disbursed the immense sums which were 
annually allotted to the War Department 
for rivers. and harbors, and no contract 
could be. made without his signature. He 
was held personally accountable for every 
dollar of public funds spent for this pur- 
pose, for the completion of the Washington 
Monument, of the State, War, and Navy 
Building, and of the new library edifice. 

He was Chief of Engineers seven years, 
and it is estimated that he personally di- 
rected the disbursement of nearly $75,000,- 
000, His service in this particular was of 
great value to the Government. He had 
more discretion and capacity to use it than 
most officials, and he made. contracts for 
the benefit of the Government. 

He personally directed the contract work 
in Washington for which he was responsi- 
ble. He took a proper pride in the progress 
and economy of the work on the new 
library building, and was to have com- 
pleted it within the time limit and for 
much less than the estimate or the funds 
available, a remarkable state of affairs in 
Government work. 

There was a proposition to make Gen. 
Casey Supervising Architect on his retire- 
ment from the army and to have him di- 
rect the work cn and control the designing 
of public structures throughout the coun- 
try. The idea was opposed by architects, 
who regarded the place as one belonging to 
their profession rather than to that of en- 
gineering. 

Gen. Casey had no special ambition for 
the work, which is responsible and exact- 
ing, but the result would have been ad- 
vantageous even under the proposed sys- 
tem of appointing civilian afchitects to 
superinten the construction of Govern- 
ment edifices. 

Gen. Casey was not generally a popular 
man. In manner he was oftentimes 
brusque. He had a habit of speaking his 
mind to every one, and where he was 
right he was never influenced by position, 
wealth, or power. His candor made him 
many bitter enemies, but those who real- 
ized his worth, who understood the service 
he was rendering the Government, and 
who appreciated his integrity, had great 
admiration for the man, 

He had many controversies with other 
officers of the War Department, for he was 
a progressive, .prompt officer himself, who 
had little patience with Government pro- 
crastination. One of the last incidents of 
his career as Chief of Engineers was a tilt 
he had with Assistant Secretary of War 
Doe. 

Mr. Doe came from Wisconsin, where he 
had been Adjutant General of the State 
Militia. He found many opportunities for 
criticising bureau chiefs, some of whom re- 
belled against the rebukes of a man so 
much younger in years and military ex- 
perience. Among those who engaged with 
much energy in the conflict with the As- 
sistant Secretary was Gen. Casey, 

The trouble grew out of an indorsement 
made by Mr. Doe on papers which came 
from Gen. Casey’s office, The Chief of En- 
gineers immediately started for the White 
House and entered personal and forcible 
complaint against Mr. Doe. The course he 
adopted. is said to have made life more 
agreeable for the bureau chiefs. 





Family Mardered, Then Burned, 


ALMA, Wis,, March 25.—It has been discoy- 
ered that the family of G, F. Oldhouse, who 
were burned in their house March 6., were first 
murdered. The family eonsisted of father, moth- 
er, and five children. A detective yesterday found 
the head of Mr, Oldhouse. In it were discovered 
two bullet holes. When the skull of Mrs. Oldhouse 
was brought out it was seen that the farmer’s 
wife had been killed by some blunt instrument. 
A neighbor reports that Mr. Oldhouse had $500 
jn the house a day or two before the fire. 





Deer Have Not Suffered, 


ALBANY, March 25.—Chief Game Protector 
Pond says that the month has been extremeiy, 
cold in the woods and snow has fallen in many 
places through the Adirondacks to a depth of 
four feet or more. Nevertheless, the outlook 
for the successful wintering of deer ig fully as 
good as in past years, there heing no crust on 
the snow to offer a severe ohstacie to the travel- 
ing of the animals from place to place in search 
of food. Up to the beginning of March the 
Winter was very favorable for the deer.

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BIG FIRE IN SAYVILLE. 


Three Buildings Burned—Aid Sent 
from Surrounding Towns. 


SAYVILLE, L, I., March 25.—Sayville had a 
fire to-night that at one time threatened 
to burn down the town. As it was, the aid 
of the fire departments from West Say- 
ville, Sayville, and Bayport was needed. 
As soon as the fire showed signs of spread- 
ing to the whole business section alarms 
were sent to these towns, and to Patch- 
ogue. 

The fire was started in Ellsworth Crum’s 
elothing store by a boy named Camburn. 
The boy went to blow out a lamp in one of 
the show windows, and the lamp fell and 
exploded. 

The whole front of the store was in 
flames in an instant. The alarm of fire 
was sounded, and the Sayville companies 
responded immediately. The fire gained on 
the firemen so rapidly that alarms were 
sent out to several other towns. Patch- 
ogue, five miles away, sent out a squad of 
firemen that got stuck in the muddy roads 
and did not reach Sayville. 

The fire spread to Hauser’s big bakery, 
where in the upper floors were the sleep- 
ing rooms of Hauser’s family and several 
workmen. The smoke filled the bakery so 
completely that it required courageous 
work to get the children from the building 
before the whole structure was a mass or 
flames. ‘ Q 

The fire, fanned by a stiff west wind, 
burned fiercely, and the big streams of 
water that were poured upon the flames 
had no effect whatever for some time, 
These two buildings were completely burned 
out before the fire reached the store of 
William Lectus. The roof and upper story 
of this building were burned off before the 
streams of water’ being poured upon the 
flames had any effect. 

All the companies of firemen, some of 
which were from the other towns, worked 
in. harmony. 

The row in which the three stores stood 
stands among many business buildings, and 
for a long time the firemen have looked for 
an even worse fire than this one. The row 
was known as “ Tinderbox Row.” 

While several companies poured streams 
of water upon the burning buildings other 
companies were drenching the surrounding 
stores to prevent any possible chance of 
the flames spreading. When the flames 
were finally gotten under control the three 
stores had been burned. Some of Lectus’s 
stock will be saved from the ruins. All. of 
Crum’s and Hauser’s possessions were 
burned. The boy Camburn had his hands 
burned from the oil as it blazed in the 
window before he escaped to the street, 
The fire companies were under command 
of Foreman Robinson. The Patchogue fire- 
men received word that their help was 
wanted a minute after the alarm was 
given, The engine companies had to aban- 
don the run to Sayville, owing to_the 
heavy, muddy roads, but the Euclid Hose 
Company got to the fire shortly after they 
received notice of it. 

The damage is not yet known, but will 
amount to a large sum. 

People from miles around came into 
town by wagon and bicycles to see the fire. 





THE BIG FAILURE IN TEXAS. 


Leon & H, Blum, It Is Said, Can Pay 
Their $2,000,000 Debt. 


GALVzsTON, Texas, March 25.—The one 
subject of conversation to-day in Texas is 
the failure of Leon & H. Blum, involving 
over $2,000,000, which the assets, it is said, 
will fully cover.

S600,000. 

The firm purchased most of its goods in 
New-York, and its credit here was of the 
best.

KILLED BY AN ELEPHANT 





LION TAMER SCOTT PAID FOR HIS 
RIDE WITH HIS LIFE AT CHICAGO. 


Her At- 


tempt to Direct Her Movements 


Gypsy Resents Keeper's 


and Beats Him to Death with Her 
Trank—A Woman’s Brave Battle 
with the Enraged Pachyderm—A 
Building Wrecked and the Police 
Defied by the Beast. 


CHICAGO, March 25.—W. H. Harris’s big 
elephant Gypsy became unmanageable at 
Winter quarters on the West Side this 
afternoon, and before she could be got 
under control, killed her keeper, tore down 
a frame building, and created an excite- 


ment which drew thousands of people to 
the scene. 

Harris’s circus is quartered at the corner 
of Roby and Jackson Street in a six-story 
brick building, and Gypsy occupies the 
greater part of the first floor. Her regular 
keeper is Bernard Shea, but Shea is at 
present in Omaha, and the animal was 
temporarily in charge of Frank Scott, a 
lion tamer. 

Scott this afternoon took Gypsy out for a 
ride in the alley. Gypsy did not seem in- 
clined to stop at the boundary of the alley, 
and Scott gave her a jab with an iron hook. 
The beast became enraged, and, throwing 
her keeper from her head, where he had 
been riding, proceeded to pound him with 
her trunk, and succeeded in killing him 
and knocking him through a board fence. 

Mrs. Harris came to the rescue with a 
pitchfork. She was knocked down, but 
pluckily jumped up and gave the brute 
battle. She soon had blood streaming from 
wounds in the elephant’s side. Gypsy ran 
toward the end of the alley. Here was 
standing a large crowd, and many were the 
bruises received in the scattering which 
took place when the elephant started out 
of the alley. 

Gypsy did nct go far, but went back for 
Scott, who, in the meantime, had been 
moved into a wooden building just opposite 
the elephant’s quarters. The animal knocked 
in the whole side of the building in her 
efforts to get at the man again. 

Mr. Harris had sent for all the bread and 
‘cake that could be bought in the neigh- 
borhood, and also telephoned for Claude 
Orton, his horse trainer, who soon arrived. 
The elephant quieted down somewhat while 
she was eating fifty loaves of bread, a 
large number of cakes, and other delicacies 
which were placed before her. After she 
had finished eating, she waiked into her 


— and the heavy doors were shut after 
The door had no sooner been shut than the 
elephant, with one blow, shattered it and 
ran out again. By this time every street in 
the vicinity was crowded with excited peo- 
ple. Three wagonloads’ of police came to 
the rescue, but. could do nothing further 
than keep back the crowds. None of them 
wanted to undertake the job of chaining ¢he 
enraged beast, and it was impossible to 
kill her with their small-calibre weapons. 
The elephant had her own way for about 
four hours, when she went back into her 
stall and allowed Orton to chain her. 
Harris has owned the animal for five 
yours, and has had no trouble with her be- 
Frank Scott’s right name is unknown. He 
would never tell- whe he was, and although 
he had been with the Harris circus for six 
years, no one knows anything of him ex- 
cept that he went under an assumed name. 
His body is now in the hands of an under- 
taker, and will be buried from the home of 
Mr. Harris. 





E. M. HALL KILLS HIMSELF. 


Found Dead in Cincinnati—Had a Life 
Policy for $10,000, 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 25.—E. M. Hall, 
alias E. J. West, of New-York was found 
dead in his room, in the Newmarket Hotel, 
here last night. He had been in this city 
since March 16. He had evidently com- 
mitted suicide by taking morphine, a bot- 
tle of that drug being found in his room, 
together with several bottles of whisky 
and wine, partially empty. 

Hall went to his room abott midnight 
Monday, and, as he failed to appear, 
his room was broken open last night. In 
his pocket was a letter addressed to his 
wife in New-York, stating that her con- 
duct was the cause of his habits. 

He had several manuscripts of unfinished 
stories in his pockets and other documents 
indicating that he was a reporter for a 
New-York newspaper. -An insurance policy 
for $10,000 was also found. " 


E. M. Hall worked for a short period on 
one of the local dailies. Later he became 
connected with a weekly publication. He 
married Fanny Gideon, an actress. His 
newspaper career began in Chicago. Sub- 
sequently he got into trouble in Den- 
ver, but escaped imprisonment. Hall left 
here for the West six weeks ago. At times 
he passed under the name of E. J. West. 
He pretended to be a brother of Blakeley 
Hall, and, Mr. Hall says, drew drafts on 
him in several Western towns. Blakeley 
Hall repudiates any relationship. Friends 
say young Hall was addicted to the use 
of morphine, and that his death must have 
resulted from an accidental overdose. 





STOLE REGISTERED LETTERS, 


Messenger Lydon at Dobbs Ferry, De- 


tected, Confesses His Crime. 


Michael A. Lydon, a mail messenger at 
Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., confessed to having 
stolen registered letters. Commissioner Al- 
exander yesterday held him for the Grand 
Jury’s action in $2,000 bail. 

The specific charge against Lydon is that 
he abstracted a letter containing $15, and 
addressed te John Carolan, 357 East Fif- 
tieth Street, this city, from the mails. The 


letter containing the money was found on 
the prisoner wnen he was arrested by Post 
Office Inspectors Morris and Coleman. Mes- 
senger Lydon was watched last Monday 
night while he was taking the registered 
letter pouch to the station at Dobbs Ferry, 
and was seen to cut a slit in the canvas 
bag, through which he took out one of th 
letters. After that he tied the strap aroynd 
the middle of the bag and hung it on the 
arm of the ‘‘catching post.’”” Lydon was 
arrested, and, while being brought to this 
city, admitted his guilt, as well as his 
responsibility for the disappearance of the 
other registered mail matter, regarding 
which complaint had been made.

Theodore Roosevelt, President of the Police 
Board, and Chief of Police Conlin, were before 
the Grand Jury yesterday. It was reported that 
their presence was due to an investigation be- 
ing conducted by the Grand Jury into the affairs 
of the House of Detention. A committee of the 
jury visited the place several days ago, and it 
was reported that the sanitary arrangements 
were found to be deficient and the accommoda- 
tions inefficient. It is expected that the jury 
will make a presentment against the place.

Stock Exchange Man Disciplined for 
Dealings with Consolidated, 


Albert A. Drake, a member of the Stock 
Exchange since 1859, and at one time on its 
Geverning Committee, was suspended from 
the Exchange vesterday for one year. The 
charge against him was that he maintained 
relations with the Consolidated Exchange, 
in violation of Stock Exchange rules. 

Suspicion had attached to Mr. Drake for 
a long time, but means of formulating 
a complaint were not provided until about 
three weeks ago, when George G. Turner 
confessed inability to meet his obligations. 
Mr. Turner failed without having contracts 
at the Stock Exchange. It was supposed 
that he had become involved in opera- 
tions he had undertaken for or with mem- 
bers of the Consolidated Exchange. 

Mr. Turner made headquarters at Mr. 
Drake’s office, at 9 New Street. It was 


said that Mr. Drake cleared for him, and 
thus facilitated his Consolidated Exchange 
transactions. The complaint against Mr. 
Drake involved Mr. Turner, but as he was 
under suspension because of his failure, 
the Governing Committee yesterday dealt 
only with the case against Mr. Drake. 
Statements were taken from both men. 
After the meeting it was officially an- 
nounced that the Governing Committee in- 
tended to break up all relations between 
Stock Exchange members and the Consoli- 
dated Exchange, and that any member 
maintaining such relations might expect 
to be severely disciplined. Suspension for 
one year is an uncommonly harsh punish- 
ment.

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PLATT MEN DISTURBED 





RESOLUTION IN FAVOR OF McKINLEY 
NOT TO THEIR LIKING, 


———_—_ 


Mr. Lauterbach Says It Was Simply a 
Demonstration Against Mr. Platt 
and Himself—It Was Said that the 
Greater New-York Measure Is to 
be Pushed at Once to Punish the 
Kings County Delegates for Their 
Audacity, 


Echoes of the Republican State Conven« 
tion for the election or delegates at large 
to the National Convention to be held in St. 
Louis were as plentiful yesterday as were 
the cheers at the convention Tuesday night. 

The fact that 109 delegates had voted in 
favor of the McKinley-for-second-choice 
resolution disturbed the Platt men more 
than they cared to admit. “It was noth- 
ing, absolutely nothing, but opposition to 


Mr. Platt,” was the explanation offered by 
some of the best Republican politicians in 
the city. This was a very convenient way 
of disposing of the outburst against Gov. 
Morton in the convention. 

Mr. Platt attributed the large vote in 
favor of the McKinley resolution that came 
from the Kings County delegation to his 
Greater New-York legislative schemes. Mr. 
Platt’s friends also said at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel last night that the Greater New- 
York measure would be ordered to be 
pushed through the Legislature to-day so 
as to quickly punish the Kings County del- 
egates for their anti-Morton action in the 
convention. 

Mr. Platt was dumb iust night so far ag 
any comment on the convention was con- 
cerned. He held closely to his room, and 
did not appear in the corridor of the hotel. 
Charles W. Hackett, who is ill with the 
grip, did not stir out of his room all day. 
He declined to see visitors last night. 

The Platt men: were insisting that the 
McKinley vote from Kings came wholly 
from the Mayor Wurster element of the 
panty in that county. No one offered any 
explanation as to why ex-Senator Worth 
did not sit as a delegate from the Fours 
teenth District of Kings in the convention. 
There is, however, an explanation of that 
fact that is yet to be made to the public. 

Mr. Platt, of course, is very much put out 
by the action of the majority of the Kings 
County delegates in voting for the Me- 
Kinley resolutions. That is perhaps the 
reason why the Platt men have determined 
to push the Greater New-York bill. 

The Platt forces refuse to regard the 
demonstration at the convention as a Me- 
Kinley incident. Edward Lauterbach, one 
of the elected delegates at large, hurried 
into the Fifth Avenue Hotel about 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Congressman 
George N. Southwick, who was the Chair- 
man of Mr. Platt’s Morton convention, was 
just coming out, grip in hand, on his way 
to his home in Albany. Mr. Lauterbach 
shook hands with him, and then in reply 
to a question put by a reporter as to what 
he thought of the McKinley demonstration 
at the convention he said: 

“McKinley demonstration? Why, it was 
a demonstration against Platt and me. 
They thougt that if we went to the Na- 
tional Convention we would not represent 
our State properly. And I think that the 
vote was a thorough justification of us.”’ 

John F. Parkhurst of Bath, one of the 
Platt State Commitieemen, said: 

“That rumpus in the convention settles 
the fate of the Greater New-York hill. 
There is no doubt but that it will be put 
through with all possible speed.” 

Mayor Green of Binghamton said; 
*“ Brooklyn is in for it now.” and W. lL. 
Proctor, the Republican State Committee- 
man from St. Lawrence County, said: 

“The Brooklyn men have settled the 
pusiness for themselves. They have made 
sure the passage of the Greater New-York 
bill. It will be a law in a very short time 
now.’’ 

Iixx-Senator Fassett of the Chemung dis- 
trict said to his friends that he had ex- 
pected to make a speech indorsing Gov. 
Morton at the convention. “But wnat 
could be done after thut demonstration? ” 
remarked Mr. Fassett. 

Just what the Platt game is in booming 
Gov. Morton so lustily at this time is found 
in the fact that they are playing what the 
gamblers call a ‘‘long shot”? on Gov. Mor- 
ton being nomimated on his sound-money 
record. 

_They concede that manufacturers who 
want to be heavily protected are spending 
money for McKinley now, but they say 
that this is too early to spend money. 

It is certain that the convention of Tues- 
day was a disappointment to the Platt men, 
The 109 votes on the McKinley resolution 
in the convention displayed an opposition 
to Mr. Platt that was wholly unexpected. 
They are furnishing excuses for it, but 
they do not avail against the general opin- 
ion that the Platt forces are simply playing 
Gov. Morton as a foil for National Cone 
vention deals and dickers. 

Speaker Reed for second choice, with ex- 
President Harrison as a candidate of emer- 
gency, is said to_be the new plan of the 
followers of Mr. Platt. 

There was considerable comment among 
the politicians yesterday because of the 
silence of ex-Senator Warner Miller in the 
convention when the resolution was offered 
by Mr. Fitchie of Kings, substituting the 
names of Gen. Thomas of this city and 
Mayor Jewett of Buffalo in place of the 
names of Messrs. Platt and Lauterbach. 
Had this resolution prevailed, a thing that 
could not have happened, the four dele- 
gates at large would have been Messrs, 
Depew, Miller, Thomas, and Jewett. 

Mr. Miller is now criticised by some of the 
Platt men because he did not get up and 
declare that if there was to be opposition to 
his proposed colleagues, Messrs. Platt and 
Lauterbach, he would decline to go to St. 
Louis as a delegate at large. It is possible 
that this was nothing but the after-cone 
vention vaporings of the hotel corridors, 





McKINLEY THE MAN, HE SAYS. 


R,. C. Kerens Talks of Candidates and 
the St. Louis Convention. 


One of the most enthusiastic McKinley 
men in the West, Richard C. Kerens of 
St. Louis, is in this city, sounding the 
praises of his candidate, and incidentally, 
making arrangements for the accommoda- 
tion of delegates during the sessions of the 
Republican National Convention. ; 

““McKinley is certain to be nominated,” 
said Mr. Kerens last evening to a reporter 
for THE Nmw-YorK TIMES. ‘He is the 
choice of Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, part 
of Texas, Iowa, Wisconsin, and all the 
States in the Mississippi Valley.

He had two blows on each 
hand. The first time he was reported he 
Was excused with a reprimand. The whip- 
ping he received did not draw blood, and 
the marks were only visible half an hour 


or so. He never knew of whipping that 
drew blood. He had seen four boys with 
chains on them; two of them were chained 
together. One of them, Henry Weeks, 
whea the chains were taken off, ran away 
again. He knew Albert Jackson, who has 


been getting testimony against Pierce. He 
had been asked by Jackson if he could tes- 
tify that the Superintendent had drawn 
biood, and he replied that he could not. 
Then Jackson told him, in substance, that 
he had no use for him. 

Miss Sarah A. Hackett, an attendant at 
the home in the capacity of teacher, testi- 
fied that she had been there a year last 
January. She had punished children with a 
fiat ruler, but always talked with them first 
or stood them on the floor. Sometimes she 
kept them in.

Co. of Kansas City and Detroit, J. H. 
Wear, Boogher & Co. of St. Louis, Burke, 
Fitzsimmons, Hone & Co. of Rochesipr, J.

Judgments Against L, Waterbury & 
Co, and Waterbury & Marshall. 


A judgment for $129,240.19 was rendered 
yesterday by a jury before Justice Freed- 
man, in the Supreme Court, in favor of 
Baring, Magoun & Co. against L. Water- 
bury & Go., brokers. 

The amount represents a loan of £25,000, 
with interest, made to Waterbury & Co. on 
Dec. 21, 1892, for which bonds and secur- 
ities were given. Waterbury & Co. refused 
to pay back the loan, alleging it was made 
on behalf of the National Cordage Syndi- 
cate, which failed. With the failure the 
securities became worthless, and, when a 
demand wes made for the money it was 
not forthcoming. If the claim of Water- 


bury & Co. were true, the debt would have 
devolved upon William Wall’s Sons, the 
Tucker & Carter Cordage Company, and 
the Elizabeth Cordage Company, which 
composed the syndicate. It was contended 
by Allan -McCulloh, counsel for Baring, 

oun & Co., that the syndicate was not 
known in the matter when the loan was 
made, and that Waterbury & Co. were di- 
rectly and solely responsible. 

Judgments aggregating $56,321 were also 
filed against L. Waterbury & Co. in favor 
of eleven banks. All the judgments were 
on notes made in 1893. Judgments for the 
same amount were also filed against J. M. 
Waterbury and Chauncey Marshall of the 
firm of Waterbury & Marshall of 185 Front 
Street, successors of L. Waterbury, in 
favor of several banks. Mr. Waterbury 
said his firm has no outstanding debts.

CHANGES IN BATTLESHIPS. 


---——- 





Several Recommendations by the 


Naval Board on Construction, 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—An important 
meeting of the Nava! Board of Construc- 
tion was held to-day, and as a result sev- 
eral recommendations for changes in war- 
ships will be sent to Secretary Herbert. A 
request from the Cramp Company of Phil- 
adelphia that it be allowed ‘eight months’ 
and twelve months’ extension of time for 
the completion of the battleship Iowa and 
the armored cruiser Brooklyn was laid be- 
fore the board. The Cramps made the 
claim that they were entitled to the exten- 
sion on the ground that the original draw- 
ings for gun supports and the roller paths 
for turrets were changed by the Navy De- 
partment inore than a year after the con- 
tract was awarded. This reason the board 
considered good, and decided to recommend 
to the Secretary that the request be 
granted, 

The board also decided to recommend that 
the forward compartment of the battleships 
Massachusetts and Oregon (now practically 


ready for transfer to the Government) 
should be divided into an upper and a 
lower section, so that in the event the 


lower becomes filled with water, the upper 
compartmeut will be secure. 

The plans for the reconstruction of the 
cruiser Chicago were laid before the board. 
They propose to increase the deck protec- 
von over the bows and clear to the stern, 
thus giving the vessel a protective deck, 
and to change her spar plan so as to take 
away all her heavy top hamper. These 
plans were approved, and it was also de- 
cided to replace the present armament with 
fourteen five-inch rapid-fire guns. A rec- 
ommendation was also agreed on that the 
horse power of the vessel shall be increased 
from 9,009 to 9,000, thus giving an increase 
of speed of from 15 to 18 knots an hour. 
and also providing space for 300 tons of 
coal additional. 
if these desires of the Board on Construc- 
tion are carried out, it will take about two 
years to turn the Chicago into a new ves- 
sel. The appropriation for that purpose 
‘ontained in the naval bill reported yester- 
day will be adequate for the work. 

Secretary Herbert issued an order to-day 
appointing a board of officers to meet at the 
Navy Department on March 81 “ to consider 
and report on the best plan for the installa- 
tion of the main batteries of such battle- 
ships as Congress may authorize during the 
present session.’’ The members of the board 
are Rear Admiral J. G. Walker, Commodore 
R. L, Phythian, Capt. P. W. Cooper, Chief 
Engineer Edward Farmer, and Naval Con- 
structor J. J. Woodward, with Lieut. S. A 
ee as recorder, 

Secretary Herbert’s idea in appointing t' 
board is to take time by tee toreiank "he 
view of the paragraph in the Naval Appro- 
priation bill reported to the House of Rep- 
resentatives yesterday providing that con- 
tracts for the four battleships authorized 
shall be awarded within ninety days after 
the passage of the act. When the plans for 
the batteries of the new battleships Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky were being considered 
last year there wasconsiderable difference of 
opinion, and Secretary Herbert is anxious to 
have the board appointed to-day profit in 
its investigation by all that has been done 
heretofore. The attention of the board will 
be called particularly to the result of the 
recent gun tests on the battleship Indiana 
the report on which has been withheld from 
publication because the arrangement of the 
batteries is shown to have caused consider- 
able trouble, and the members of the board 
will be directed to inspect the vessel per- 
sonally if they deem it necessary.

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A FAVORABLE REPORT PROBABLY 
WILL BE MADE TO THE SENATE. 








The Judiciary Committee Will Con- 
sider Proposed Amendments at Its 


Meeting To-day—Mr. Boardman 


Attacks the Proposition to Permit 
the Attorney General to Sammon 
Corporation Officers Before Him 
—Opportunity for Stock Jobbing. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The Senate Judiciary 
Committee this afternoon gave a hearing on 
the Robbins Assembly bills prepared by the 
Attorney General to enable him to prose- 
cute corporations and their officers members 


of the alleged Coal Trust. The committee 
took no action, but Senator Lexow says the 
committee will meet to-morrow to consider 
the amendments proposed, and will then 
agree to report the bills. 

A Boardman of New-York City appeared 
against the bills. The bill authorizing the 
Attorney General to send for papers and to 
examine them, Mr. Boardman said, was 
unconstitutional in that it did not provide 
immunity for persons testifying. To the 
point he cited the Counselman case. Mr. 
Boardman said: 

The power you grant to the Attorney General 
could be terribly abused. The Attorney General, 
if he be a dishonest man—I am not referring to 
the present Attorney General—could cite before 
him Western Union, Gas, Tobacco, or other 
people, and by the mere act could depress two 
or three points the stock of the concerns men- 
tioned, and by selling the stock short, could, in 
time, become rich beyond the dreams of avarice. 
He could hold the corporations whose stocks are 
listed in terror. 

Senator Lexow—Has any State or foreign 
nation ever vested the power proposed by these 
bills in any individual? 

Mr. Boardman—No. 

Senator Lexow—Has any officer of any State 
or nation such power? 

Mr. Boardman—Not any. 

Senator. Cantor—If the people demand that the 
power be granted by us we will make a pre- 
cedent, 

Mr. Boardman—But there is no crying evil 
and no demand from the people for the legisla- 
tion. Coal is very cheap now. ‘The only demand 
for the bill is inflammable newspaper talk. This 
special legislation should ‘not be adopted. 

Senator Wray said in 1892 coal went up 
to $6 a ton because of the Coal Trust. 

**Coal goes up every year,” said Senators 
Cantor and McCarren. 

Mr. Boardman denied this, and went an 
to declare that the bills were unconstitu- 
tional and unprecedented. 

Senator Cantor—But the Attorney General 
has presented these bills. He would not 
present unconstitutional measures. 

Mr. Boardman-—I don't believe the Attorney 
General ever examined them. They were probably 
prepared by a clerk in his office. 

Senator Cantor—Then he has imposed on the 
Legislature. 

Mr. Boardman then suggested that the 
power under the bill be limited to cases in 
which the Attorney General chooses to 
bring actions. 

The bill bringing persons who assist in 
carrying out conspiracies to raise prices 
made without the State within the terms 
of the anti-trust law was then called up, 
and Mr. Boardman said he was not opposed 
to the principle of the bill, which was a 
declaration of existing statutes. He sug- 
gested, however, that the principle of the 
bill be extended to individuals, copartner- 
ships, and associations in addition to cor- 
porations and their officers, so that it might 
apply to the big grocery firms in New-York 
City which habitually sought to control 
outputs of food products and prices. Mr. 
Boardman wished that the bill be amended 
so that only those agents of the corpora- 
tions be liable to the penalty in the bill 
who knowingly participate in carrying out 
the alleged conspiracy. 

Senator Cantor—That will 
of the bill. 

Mr. Boardman—My 


defeat the object 


amendment is an inno- 
cent one. It would be unjust to punish one 
who unwittingly violated the law by selling 
goods on which conspiracy bad been made to raise 
*the price. 

Senator Cantor—We wish to put the agents on 
inquiry. By punishing the agents we expect to 
stop the conspiracy. 

Senator Pavey—I suggest that what is wanted 
is a law permitting no one to sell coal unless 
he has been examined by the Regents and ob- 
tained a certificate. 

Senator Krum, who had been scanning 
the bill closely, here declared that it only 
applied to corporations and their officers. 

it was then suggested that an amendment 
be inserted making the bill apply to agents 
and then the committee closed the hearing. 





BUSY DAY IN THE SENATE, 


The New-York School Bill Provokes 
an Animated Discussion, 


ALBANY, March 25.—Many 
leaders were absent from the 
afternoon, but a large number of 
were passed. 

Senator Stranahan endeavored to have 
the substitute New-York School bill made 
a special order in general orders for 1 
o’clock to-morrow, but Senator Cantor ob- 
jected, saying it was a thoroughly bad 
bill. Senator Grady also objected, because 
a public meeting to discuss the bill was 
to be held to-morrow night. Mr. Grady, 
replying to Mr. Stranahan’s suggestion that 
the bill could not be passed till next week, 
said: ‘*‘ We don’t intend to be caught as 
we were on the Raines bill, when we were 
asked to let the amendments go to third 
reading, and then we were compelled to 
put our amendments in a bunch, Your 
action shows contempt for the people of 
New-York.”’ 

The matter was dropped without action. 

A large number of bills were passed, the 
following being the most important: 
Senator Brush—Authorizing the issue of $150,000 
in Brooklyn City Hall improvement bonds. 

Senator Ford—Authorizing New-York City to 
appropriate $175,000 annually for the College 
of the City of New-York. 

Senator Guy—Providing for an additional as- 
sistant clerk for the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court, first department. 

Senator Wray’s bill, requiring corporations 
to obtain a permit before opening the sur- 
face of streets and avemues in Brooklyn, 
caused a debate in connection with the 
operation of Senator Cantor's Acetylene 
Gas Franchise bill. 

Senator Ellsworth asked if the bill would 
not interfere with the Cantor bill. 

Senator Cantor replied that the Wray bill 
had provisions similar to those of the bill 
which restricted corporations in opening 
streets’ surfaces. The bill was passed.

ARGUMENT ON THE HUSTED BILL. 


Labor Leaders Ask that Subletting of 
Contracts Be Prohibited. 


ALBANY, March 25.—Labor men appeared 
before the Assembly Committee on Judi- 
ciary this afternoon in favon of the Husted 
bill providing that no contre.cts throughout 
the State should be sublet. The bill was 
opposed by Corporation Counsel Clark of 
New-York City, whose claim was that the 
labor men in his city were sufficiently pro- 
tected. by bonds from the contractors for 
the performance of all comtracts, the con- 
tracts in question being further protected 
by a provision which would not allow any 
contracts to be paid until all liens were set- 
tled. 

The labor men said that laboring men, 
particularly in New-York, were being robbed 
of their just dues by sub-contractors, who 
were not held responsible for the ;»erform- 
ance of work. They further claimed that 


the laws as they now, stand allow politicians 
to secure large contracts, then to sublet the 
comtracts to irresponsible people, who get 
as low a price as possible and thus make 
something for themselves, while the work- 
ingmen e compelled to take the lowest 
rates of wages. 





, AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE. 


Important Bills Receive Favorable 
Consideration in. Committee, 


ALBANY, March 25.—Tthe Senate Commit- 
tee on Codes has agreed to report favorably 
bills allowing the sale of milk, ice, and 
soda water on Sunday; providing that, un- 
less good cause be shown, women must be 
examined in certain actions before physi- 
cians and surgeons of their own sex; pro-

BILLS ADVANCED. 


The House Transacts a Large Amount 
of Business, 


ALBANY, March 25.—The Assembly to-day 
progressed to third reading about sixty bills, 
among them that of the Committee on Edu- 
cation proposing amendments to the Ains- 
worth law requiring public schools to teach 
the effects of alcohol. 

Bills were passed providing for an addition 
to Riverside Park, New-York, and requiring 
an additional front and rear conductor on 
Brooklyn Bridge trains. 

Mr. Ives offered a resolution providing 
that a committee of five be appointed from 
the Assembly to investigate the Onondaga 
Salt Springs, to the end that a sale of the 
same might be made, it being understood that 
the springs are losing $30,000 a year. Mr. 
Bondy objected, and it was handed back to 
the introducer. 





Urging the Grain Elevator Bill. 


ALBANY, March 25.—An open letter has 
been addressed to Mayor Strong by Capt. 
W. C. Clark, who for many years has rep- 
resented the canal interests about the Leg- 
islature ait Albany. The letter relates to 
the loss of the grain-carrying trade to New- 
York City, and as remedies suggests the 
passage by the Legislature of the State 
Grain Elevator bill and the bills prohibiting 
railroad corporations from discriminating 
against the people of New-York in favor of 
other competing seaports. 


To Care for the Aged. 


ALBANY, March 25.—Senator Higbie has in- 
troduced a bill authorizing the State Board 
of Charities to license homes, retreats, or 
other asylums devoted to the sole purpose 
of keeping and caring for aged, decrepit, 
and mentally enfeebled presons who are not 
insane. Old persons may voluntarily enter 
such institutions on applying and with the 
support of affidavits by two physicians, An 
application may be made by a relative, 
friend, or guardian of the old person, who 
may be discharged on order of the State 
Beard of Charities. 


A State Board of Undertakers. 
“ALBANY, March 25.—Before the Assembly 
Committee on Public Heaith this afternoon 
there was a hearing on the Andrews bill to 
establish a State Board of Undertakers and 
to regulate the practice of undertaking. 
The bill provides that the Governor shall 
appoint five undertakers as the board from 
a list to be submitted by the State Under- 
takers’ Association. It is expected that the 
bill will be reported favorably.

—Joseph §. Mayer of Scriba, Oswego 
County, has appealed to the State Department of 
Public Instruction from the action of the Trustee 
of the school district, in permitting the school- 
house to be used as a meeting place for a lodge 
of the Independent Order of Good Templars.

missed, and Now the Question 


Testing the Measure Will Be Ar- 
gued in Higher Court. 


The most important developments yester- 
day affecting the Raines Liquor Tax bill 
were the decision of Justice Pryor of the 
Supreme Court in favor of the constitution- 
ality of the measure and the receipt by 
Chief Conlin of the Police Department of a 
certified copy of the act which he is study- 
ing for the purpose of instructing the force 
relative to its observance. 

The decision of Justice Pryor was made 
in the case of Frederick G. Einsfeld of 60 
Beekman Street, who had made an applica- 
tion to the Board of Excise for a renewal of 
his license from March 23, 1896, to March 
23, 1897. This had been refused, although 
he had complied with all the conditions of 
the old excise law, aud his application had 
been favorably reported on by the Inspector 
of the precinct in which his place is. 
The Excise Commissioners were willing to 
grant him a license to April 30, when they 
go out of existence as Commissioners under 


the terms of the Raines bill. Through 
Guggenheimer, Untermyer & Marshall, 
counsel for the Brewers’ Association, a 


writ of certiorari was obtained from Justice 
Beekman of the Supreme Court to review 
the action of the Excise Board and to test 
the constitutionality of the new act. 

In opening the case for the complainant, 
Einsfeld, Counselor Untermyer said that, 
owing to the vast interests affected by the 
new act, it was desired to have the consti- 
tutionality of the law decided as speedily 
as possible, and he presumed that the lower 
Court would not decide against the law, 
and therefore it had been decided that the 
principal arguments on the questions in- 
volved would be reserved for the Appellate 
Division. 

Justice Pryor said he could only pass on 
the question whether the Board of Excise 
had acted arbitrarily or for a valid reason. 
He, however, requested the counsel for the 
complainant to state the points on which 
it was proposed to argue that the Raines 
liquor tax law was unconstitutional. 

Counselor Untermyer thereupon briefly re- 
cited the points. He said that by the Con- 
stitution, the cities of the State were di- 
vided into three classes, but this act ignored 
that classification and set up a new classi- 
fication by which in cities of more than 
1,500,000, saloons were to pay $800 each, 
and so on, down to $100. The Constitution 
specified what were general State and what 
were special laws. An act of, this nature 
was special legislation, and should have 
been forwarded to the Mayors of the differ- 
ent cities affected for their approval. 

It also violated the principle of home 
rule for cities, the lawyer contended, The 
Legislature adopted a different rule for dif- 
ferent cities in the State. It might as well 
have tried to consolidate the laws relating 
to all these cities, although they differ com- 
plétely in many points. ‘The law also vio- 
lated Sections 20 and 21 of the Constitu- 
tion in that it appropriated State money, 
which required a two-thirds vote of both 
houses of the Legislature, which the Raines 
bill did not receive. The new law was a tax 
law, and not a police regulation, the lawyer 
declared, and must, therefore, be uniform 
throughout the State, and, being a tax, the 
Legislature had no right to discriminate 
against non-residents, which was done in 
the provision of the bill that only citizens 
can engage in the }tiquor traffic. The bill, 
he said, had been passed in an unconstitu- 
tional manner, Continuing, Mr. Untermyer 
said: 

As to whether the State is going to abolish 
Boards of Excise and abolish all restrictions of a 
wholesome nature placed upon the liquor traffic, 


and take its control out of the hands of the local 
bodies and place it in the hands of the State, sub- 
ject to no discretion whatever, we want a speedy 
decision. Asa proof of the utter unconstitutionali- 


y of this act, it is only necessary for me to mention 
that the Legislature has ‘fixed the license duty on 
saloons in the portion of Westchester County re- 
cently annexed to the city at $100, while saloons 
in the rest of the city must pay $800. 


Justice Pryor, in giving his decision, 
said: 

The interests of the State, as well as other in- 
terests, require a prompt decision of this case. 


I have nothing to do with the policy of this bill. 
I must assume, and I do assume, that this meas- 
ure represents the best public sentiment, and the 
only question before me is whether or not it is a 
law. If this bill violates the Constitution, it is 
not a law. but the court must start with the 
presumption that the act is valid. And if there is 
a doubt as to the constitutionality of an act of 
the Legislature, it is a settled principle of law 
that the court must resolve that doubt in favor 
of the validity of the act. 

Upon the argument presented here, I cannot 
come to the conclusion that this act is invalid, 
I cannot seriously doubt that it is constitutional. 
I cannot, therefore, declare this act of the Leg- 
islature of the State of New-York, passed after 
consideration and after great public criticism, un- 
constitutional. I cannot decide that the Legis- 
lature has overridden the safeguards of the Con- 
stitution. I therefore quash the writ and dismiss 
the proceeding. 

Counsel for. the complainant said that he 
would proceed as speedily as possible to 
prepare the papers for an appeal to the 
Appellate Division, when the constitution- 
ality of the bill would be fully argued. 
The Attorney General will appear for the 
bill. 

‘Chier Conlin said yesterday that he had 
not had time to consider the provisions of 
the bill carefully so as to define the powers 
and duties of the police under the law. 

‘““™he only provision which, as far as I 
am able to jidge at present,” said the chief, 
“requires immediate attention is that 
which prohibits free lunches in liquor sa- 
loons. I shall prepare a general order on 
this matter and promulgate it to the force 
as soon as I have mastered the intricate 
provisions of the bill. I do not propose to 
take liquor saloon keepers by surprise, but 
will give them ample warning, so that they 
cannot have the excuse of ignorance of the 
law if they fail to' comply with it.” 

A statement made by Senator Raines is 
of interest to clubmen. He was asked if it 
would be necessary under the law for clubs 
to obtain the consent of the owners of ad- 
joining property before the sale of liquor to 
members would be permitted. The Senator 
replied: 

“Clubs now in existence do not need to 
obtain the consent of adjoining property 
owners to sell liquors. In the case of new 
clubs or new clubhouses I suppose it will be 
held that the law will apply to them the 
same as it will to saloons, and that it will 
be necessary for them to obtain the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the adjoining proper- 
ty owners if they are within 200 feet of a 
dwelling house.”’ 





EFFECT ON FREE-LUNCH TRADE. 


Raines Bill Provisions as Applied to a 
Big Business. 


In the estimate of one who knows, the 
daily expenditure in this city for saloon 
free lunches is about $50,000. It is not diffi- 
cult.to prove this statement, for the sup- 
plying of free lunches is controlled in great 
part by about a score of catering estab- 
lishments in this city and Jersey City, and 
they show figures which cannot be chal- 
lenged. 

The clause in the Raines bill prohibiting 
the giving away of food with a glass of 
beer or liquor puts a quietus on the free- 
lunch business, about ends this kind of 
catering trade, and throws out of employ- 
ment hundreds of men who have found it 
lucrative to furnish saloons with some par- 
ticular edible, 

The effect of this clause is far-reaching. 
It not-only hurts the catering business, but 
practically bankrupts many pretzel and 


cracker factories and butchering concerns, 
The Eastmans Packing House, in West 
Fifty-ninth Street, has almost an exclusive 
trade in providing corned beef and other 
meats for free lunches. Another establish- 
ment, in Thirty-third Street, has made a 
speciality of providing hams and bologna 
sausage. These two, with one other, in 
Christopher Street, do a business aggre- 
gating every year more than $1,000,000, 

A pickle firm in West Street has built up 
an extensive trade simply by supplying 
pickles for the saloons, while hundreds of 
men are engaged in peddling all’ sorts.of 
free lunch specialties, from smoked herrin 
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that when a man could get a bite to eat he 
always drank twice as much and more than 
paid up for the lunch. A Park Row man 
said his lunch cost him $50 a day, and that 
the Raines bill would save him $30 a day. 

There is no split among the catering 
fraternity, however, for they are all a unit 
in denouncing the bill as the most iniquitous 
measure ever foisted upon the public. One 
can only appreciate what a remarkable 
system has been built up by the free lunch 
when one visits an establishment where it 
is supplied. 

The largest establishment. of the kind in 
New-York igs the Knickerbocker Catering 
Company, at 626 Washington Street. From 
6 o’clock to 11 o’clock in the morning their 
fifteen wagons are scurrying over Manhat- 
tan Island from the Battery to Harlem, 
and from the East to the North River, de- 
livering free lunches to 1,100 saloons. The 
firm occupies a four-story building, and em- 
ploys dozens of drivers, cooks, and shipping 
clerks. 

On the first floor is a huge kitchen, where 
great caldrons of soups and stews are 
steaming at all hours of the day and night. 
There is a different menu for every day in 
the week, and a supply adequate for every- 
thing that may be ordered. The second 
floor is devoted to the bakery and salad de- 
partments. Beans are boiled by the barrel- 
ful, and the edibles in the kitchen include 
every kind of meat, from pickled tripe to 
roast turkey, and many dainties in the 
salad line. Five hundred gallons of soup 
and 1,000 gallons of beans are items of the 
daily output. 

The delivery wagons look like the mail 
wagons. Folding doors opening at the rear 
display an ingenious system of boxes con- 
taining sliding trays, on which the lunches 
are delivered. One wagon on its route yes- 
terday delivered 15 gallons of clam chowder, 
4 gallons of clam soup, 2 boiled hams, 46 
pans baked beans, 25 crocks Boston baked 
beans, 2 crocks macaroni, 45 dishes of po- 
tato, lobster. and bean salad; 1 gallon sliced 
beets, 4 pigs’ heads, 200 fishballs, 16 pounds 
of larded liver, 18 platters of fish, and 12 
rounds of roast beef. 

The head of the firm is Capt. William 
Fowler, a prominent Mason and Grand 
Army man. 

‘“‘The outcome,” said Capt. Fowler yester- 
day to a reporter for THE NEW-YORK 
TrmEs, ‘“ will be that every saloon keeper 
will sell a luncheon. Many say that the 
law cannot touch them if they put up a 
sign to the effect that a sandwich and a 
glass of beer cost 5 cents.. This is going to 
be tried by many, but I rather think it will 
be regarded as evading the law and 
stopped. 

“T have canvassed nearly 1,000 saloons, 
and with but one exception they all prom- 
ised to continue the lunch business on a 
paying basis. This means money to them, 
for there is a big profit in it. We have been 
in the business a eleven years, and do 
not propose to lose it. It will take work, 
but we will gradually bring the saloon 
keepers around to supplying extensive 
lunches for a fair price.” 





FIGHTING FOR THE SPOILS. 


A Disgraceful Struggle to Secure the 
Patronage Involved, 


ALBANY, March 25,—Within ten days from 
the time Gov. Morton signed the Kaines 
liquor tax law he must appoint a Commis- 
sioner to be the head of the whisky bureau. 
This Commissioner will receive $5,000 a year 
salary, $1,200 a year as traveling expenses, 
and will have a quantity of patronage at 
his disposal which will make him a rival 
of “ Boss” Aldridge, who gives out jobs 
on the canals. One little item of sixty con- 
fidential agents is a portion of his patron- 
age. 

Notwithstanding a prospect that the man 
who gets this place will not sleep much 
nights for the first few weeks, there are 
several candidates for it, and every one 
who has been spoken of is a Simon Pure, 
rock-ribbed Platt man. 

Cornelius Van Cott of New-York, John F. 
Parkhurst of Steuben, and William A. 
Southerland of Monroe are spoken of as 
possibilities, and it is interesting to note 
that each is a delegate to the National Ke- 
publican Convention at St. Louis. 

The “‘ hayseeders ” who passed the vicious 
law, and who are to be benefited by the un- 
just system of taxation which is one of its 
features, are now after the control of the 
machinery, and they insist that the Com- 
missioner shall come from some place other 
than New-York City. New-York City is to 
have a Deputy Commissioner, and for this 
reason they say the Commissionership ought 
to go to some other place. There has not 
been so much of a seramble for a job for 
many years as has been begun since the 
Raines bill became a law. The Commis- 
sioner has, besides the special agents al- 
luded to, various clerks and minor officials 
of the bureau to appoint, to say nothing of 
the deputies in New-York, Kings, and Erie 
Counties, and there is a scramble worse 
than that at the National capital for fourth- 
class Post Offices when an Administration 
changes, 

Every SenatorFr and Assemblyman wants 
places for some of his friends, and the 
way they are falling over one another is 
the most disgraceful thing that has been 
seen in the way of a spoils-hunting expedi- 
tion for years. One Senator has had forty- 
one applicants from a single county in 
his district for places. Another has had 
just twenty within three days, and As- 
semblymen vary from three to ten in most 
instances. 

The result of all this may be beneficial. 
The Assemblymen and Senators have be- 
gun to find out that a little patronage is a 
dangerous thing. They are overwhelmed 
with the office seekers, and do not know 
which way to turn from the siege. Some 
of them have asked Gov. Morton to direct 
the Civil Service Commissioners to make 
a rule putting these “ confidential’? agents 
into the competitive lists. They believe 
that this could be done, in spite of the 
designation of the agent as “ confidential.” 

Some of the old-time spoilsmen, like 
Senator Raines and *‘ Boss” Aldridge, who 
have found out the workings of the spoils 
system in the upbuilding of the political 
machine, are not in sympathy with any 
such thing as this, and it ought not to be 
inferred that some who favor it have 
changed their general ideas as to the mer- 
its of civil service reform, but they have 
suddenly came upon an argument which 
makes them temporary civil service reform- 
ers, for the greater portion of these Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen who urge the Gov- 
ernor to take this course, do so for the 
reason, as they frankly acknowledge, that 
if the places are to be awarded by them- 
selves, they will create more enemies among 
the disappointed ones than the friends they 
will win among those who get the “ jobs.’ 

Senator Raines has introduced a bill pro- 
viding that the Senate Clerk shall distrib- 
ute copies of the Raines liquor tax law as 
follows: Each Senator and Assemblyman 
and State officer, 100 copies; each Town 
Clerk and Supervisor, 25 conies, and 10,000 
copies to the State Commissioner of Excise. 


CLUBS AGAINST THE LAW, 


First Step for United Action to Test 
the Iniquitous Measure. 


The first step toward a united fight 
against the sections of the new excise law 
pertaining to clubs was taken last night 
at Arion Hall. About twenty-five clubs 
had appointed delegates in response to the 
circular issued by the Directors of the 
Arion a few days ago. A number of let- 
ters were received from other clubs ex- 
pressing condemnation of the law. These 
letters also stated that the time was too 
short between the receipt of the circular 
and the meeting to admit of the appoint- 
ment of delegates, 

The meeting was called to order by Rich- 
ard Katzenmayer, President of the Arion. 
Frank R. Lawrence was chosen Chairman, 
and James H. Taylor Secretary. The fol- 
lowing clubs were represented: _ ?

In a Quandary as to When to Begins 
Enforcing the Law. 


PERPLEXED. 





The Raines bill is creating considerabla 
work in the Brooklyn Police Department, 
and at _the present time Commissioner 
Welles is in a quandary concerning the 
proper way to enforce it. 

Commissioner Welles, Superintendent Mc- 
Kelvey, and Jacob Brenner, the counsel to 
the department, held a long conference yes- 
terday regarding the bill. 

Mr. Brenner is of the opinion that it 
would be well to let things run along ag 
they -have been going until April 30. 

But as the bill is to take effect ‘“‘ imme- 
diately,” the Police Commissioner has asked 
for an elaborate opinion from Mr. Brenner 


on this subject, and the lawyer will hand 
in his opinion before Saturday. Commise 
sioner Welles, it is said, believes in als 
lowing the shades to be kept down to con- 
ceal the doings of the saloons until April 
30. He acknowledged yesterday that he was 
puzzled to know whether to insist on drawy 
shades on Sunday next or let things rug 
along as they are. 

No licenses will be granted under the new 
law until after May 1, and consequently, 
the police argue that even if the saloon 
keeper refuses to draw up his shades next 
Sunday he cannot be interfered with, as he 
will be carrying on his business under the 
license issued under the provisions of tha 
old law. In speaking of this matter yes 
terday Police Commissioner Welles said: 

“The Law Enforcement Society is pushe 
ing me to go ahead at once with the ene 
forcement of the new law, but there are 
conditions existing which make immediate 
action impracticable, in fact, hardly possi- 
ble. For instance, there are a number of 
liquor stores that have their windows and 
doers so arranged that they obstruct @ 
view from the outside. It will require 
scme extensive alterations in the prem- 
ises to make the required changes. This 
cannot be done right away. There are, 
besides numerous provisions in the new law 
that will necessitate great changes in the 
methods of conducting a saloon. All these 
things require time to alter, and the exe.- 
cise of a little common sense will be re- 
quisite to carry out the law. As soon as [ 
get a definite opinion from Mr. Brenner, f 
will proceed to enforce the law in every 
particular.”’ 

Superintendent McKelvey, in discussing | 
the matter, said: ‘‘I am going to enforce 
the law to the letter as soon as I learn 
when it should begin to operate. I am not 
sure whether I should wait until I get a 
certified copy of the law from Albany or 
not. Mr. Brenner will probably decide that 
to-morrow or Friday. It is a question in 
my mind whether liquor dealers doing 
business under old licenses come under the 
new law until they get licenses under that 
law. I think, myself, that they should 
continue to do business under the old sys- 
tem until they get their new licenses.” 

The Excise Commissioners have decided, 
under Mr. Brenner’s advice, not to issue 
any new licenses, but to give renewals 
only for one month, and to charge there- 
for only one-twelfth of a year’s license 
fee. There are between 600 und 700 licenses 
that will expire during the month of April. 

It is said a test case will be made of 
the Excise Commissioners’ right to grant 
a renewal for a month, and the salcon 
keeper will apply for a year’s license, and 
upon the refusal to grant a license for 
more than the month of April, he will sue 
for a mandamus to compel the Commis- 
sicners to grant him a license fer a year. 





GET LICENSES FOR ONE YEAR, 


Mayor Gleason’s Board Also Reducea 
the Fee by $50. 


Lona IsLtaANpD City, March 25.—Mayor 
Gleason’s Excise Board granted four new 
licenses to saloons to-night, to run for one 
year, and reduced the fee from $100 to $50. 

This step was seemingly in keeping with 
the Mayor’s threatened defiance of the 
Raines law. It was understood during the 
day that Mayor Gleason would take some 
action so as to bring the matter before 
the courts. District Attorney Noble, when 
asked what would be the attitude of the 
authorities, said: : 

‘“*T do not care to discuss this matter. 
My duties are all defined by law, and 
will act in accordance. If any evidence of 
violation is presented to me, I will act 
upon it precisely as I would in any case.” 

Mayor Gleason was asked if he was not 
afraid he would get into trouble if he car- 
ried out his plan of ignoring the bill and 
granting licenses under the old law. 

“Tm not afraid of anything,” said he, 
abruptly.

The Argument for Bowling Green Ex- 
amined and Reviewed. 


fo the Editor of The New-York Times: 

I notice in your issue of this morning that a 
certain gentleman with some political prominence 
and a horticultural name is again peregrinating 
in full cry, with his hat over his mouth and a 
cheek impenetrable to any invented. 
In the intervals of that tumultuous industry 
which he carries on between his chin and his 
nose, it seems that he has discovered a gold mine 
fm Washington, ranging from ‘‘a little less” 
tean $1,500,000 up to $4,500,000, which he claims 
3g available for the 
Same is built on the Bow'ing Green 
gentleman, as usual, is ‘‘away off,’’ and I 
strongly recommend him to read that excellent 
article in the editorial columns of the same issue 
of your valuable paper. 

The $1,500,000 appropriated by the Fifty-first 
Congress has long since turned back into 
the Treasury, and there is not even a 16 to 1 
dollar available for the purpose named. Neither 
can the gentleman sell the present Custom House 
for $3,000,000; neither can the Bowling Green 
site be bought for $2,100,000. The Chamber. of 
Commerce, on the Sth of this month, almost con- 
temptuously voted down the resolution offered by 
the gentleman from the rural districts, 
of which, however, he again 
Ze had better join the Produce Exchange and 
champion their cause. They have been emitting a 
Squeak and giving reasons for building the new 
Custom House on Bowling Green which are so 
nuerile that 1t seems hardly worth while to notice 
them. 

In order that none of your readers may have 
the shadow of a doubt as to the propriety of the 
Mresent site, I would ask you to give me some 
of your valuable space in order to point out how 
foolish are the reasons given in the memorial 
addressed by the Produce Exchange to Congress. 
in the first place, why in the name of trade and 
transportation does the Produce Exchange want 
to bother Congr'ss with such a matter at this 
time? 

Don’t they know that Congress is ‘‘ thinking” 
ceeply, also studying the geography of Cuba and 
Venezuela; that most of the members don’t know 
znd don’t care whether Bowling Green is in Har- 
lem: or. Hanover Square, and that the others who 
were in Congress five years ago, when this same 
matter was agitated, get that tired feeling when- 
ever the Bowling Green Custom House site is men- 
tioned? Iam confident that Congress will not be 
influenced by tke petition of these very worthy 
but misguided gentlemen, who have been told 
that 2 new Custom House at Bowling Green 
would increase the yalue of their membership 
certificates, which is true, but so would the rents 
for their offices be increased, and those of the less 
Wealthy members of the Exchange would suffer. 

It is well known that the citizens of New-York 
generally, and the principal bankers and mer- 
chants particularly, have expressed themselves as 
unequivocally opposed to the Bowling Green site. 
The committee of the Chamber of Commerce, after 
a@ most careful examination of the matter, re- 
ported unanimously in favor of the present site, 
which report in turn was almost unanimously 
adopted at one of the largest meetings of the 
Chamber ever held. The Board of Trade and 
Transportation of New-York also strongly urges 
the present site; in fact, the public as weli as the 
press is practicaNy unanimous in favor of the 
present site. In said memorial the given reason 
for publishing the same by the two members 
who have signed it is that the Chamber of Com- 
merce had recommended the present site. Alas 
for them that they did not think of the old 
saw, ‘“‘there is safety in numbers,’’ and have 
some of their 3,000 members flock with them; in- 
stead of which they call attention to the fact 
that the Produce Exchange is a body of 3,000 
members, (the signers of the memorial presum- 
ably being the head and tail,) and then suddenly 
grop the whole 3,000 with a dull, sickening thud, 
leaving the inference that they are all in favor of 
the memorial, which is not the case, and is mis- 
leading, as a great number of the members are 
opposedyto it and other are indifferen:, and cer- 
tainly many hundreds of the members had heard 
nothing of the memorial until after it had gone 
to Washington. Then the worthy President with 
mistaken zeal makes it appear that the 3,000 
members are continually in eruption, making 
manifest at the Custom House for all (?) goods 
exported, but the gentleman is absentminded or 
treading in unknowr paths in so stating. It is 
the carriers, the “nits of the steamers and 
ships who make the manifests, and not the dear 
boys who pepper each other’ with dough and 
shout vociferously from 10 to 3 o’clock in the

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| CONGRESS TO QUIT EARLY 





FINAL ADJOURNMENT ‘ EXPECTED 
NOT LATER THAN MIDDLE OF MAY. 


Republican Leaders Anxious to Avoid 
a 


the Dangers of a Longer Session— 
Senator Platt Offers a Resolution 
for Adjournment May 2—Reed De- 
sirous of Ending the Effort to Do 
Nothing—The Appropriation Bills 
Well Along Toward Passage. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Mr. Platt of 
Connecticut has paid a compliment to Sen- 
,ator Smith of New-Jersey by introducing a 
resolution in the Senate calling for the ad- 
journment of the Congress May 2 Mr. 
Smith a few weeks ago advised the Con- 


gress to close up its work at the earliest 
possible moment, ail give the country a 
chance to push ahead without being handi- 
eapped by silver and jingo and other dis- 
quieting talk. There, of course, was no 
politics in this advice. 

Mr. Platt, who is a shrewd politician, rec- 
ognizes the danger to the Republican Party 
in a do-nothing or do-worse session, and his 
resolution is designed simply as a reminder 
to the leaders in both houses that.it is 
about time to prepare to bring the session 
to a close. 

The resolution was received in silence 
and referred to the Committee on Appro- 
priations. As a matter of fact, a propo- 
‘sition to adjourn should come from the 
House, whose Committee on Ways and 
Means is bound to inform it when the needs 
of the Government have been supplied. 

Mr. Reed, it is well known to his friends, 
favors an early adjournment, and there 
is little doubt that he will so adjust mat- 
ters that the House will be ready to go 
home not later than May 15. There is 
considerable opposition among representa- 
tives to his policy of holding back bills the 
passage of which he does not regard as ab- 
solutely essential, and in some quarters 
the opinion is expressed that there will be 
a revolt very soon. There ig slim likelli- 
hood that Mr. Reed will be diverted from 
his present purpose of shaping legislation 
to meet his judgment. Despite the growling 
of the discontented ones, his grip on the 
House is still firm. 

A well-known Republican Senator said 
this afternoon that he would be very much 
surprised if the Congress remained in ses- 
sion longer than May 15. ‘ There are but 
a few appropriation bills remaining to be 
acted upon,” he said, ‘‘and these ought 
to be disposed of by April 30 at the latest. 
It is not to be expected that the men with 
important local bills will be willing to re- 
turn home without making an effort to put 
them through, and I am willing to con- 
cede a fortnight to such legislation. The 
interests of the Republican Party demand 
that the adjournment shall come at an 
early date, and the leaders may be relied 
upon to that no unnecessary time is 
lost in winding up the session.’’

EXPLANATIONS IN ORDER. 


The House’s Time Taken Up with Mat- 
ters of Privilege. 
WASHINGTON, March 25.— There was a 
slight reminder of yesterday’s proceedings 
in the House to-day when Mr. Boutelle, 
(Rep., Me.,) rising to personal explanation, 
stated that the colloquy between himself 
and Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.,) regarding 
the attitude of ex-Confederates toward the 
bill to retire Gen. Grant had been changed 
in The Record. He said it did him an in- 
justice, for as vrinted it left his statement 
resting upon nothing, whereas as it actually 
occurred it was based upon the record of 

the House. 

Mr. Wheeler explained that he had 
changed the copy in order to correct a mis- 
take in his statement, having been denied 
an opportunity to make the correction in 
open House in the course of the debate, 
when he had discovered it yesterday. The 
record was’ ordered corrected so as accu- 
rately to report what had occurred. 

Mr. Bartlett, (Dem., N. Y.,) as a inatter 
of personal privilege, denied the truthful- 
ness of an item in a Washington paper 
stating that he had furnished to Mr. Sulzer 
(Dem., N. Y.,) the copy of the circular let- 
ter to his constituents written by Mr. Gib- 
son, (Rep., Tenn.,) which had formed the 
subject of the rather amusing passage be- 
tween those gentlemen in the course of the 
debate on the Bayard resolutions cf cen- 
sure. 

The personal matters being out of the 
way, the House addressed itself, in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, to the consideration 
of the Naval Appropriation bill. All of it 
save the paragraph providing for :ew ships 
was disposed of by the committee, with a 
single amendment, appropriating $60,000 for 
building the quay and wing walls of the 
Brooklyn Dry Dock. 

The only incident of interest in the dis- 
cussion was the renewal of the old fight to 
transfer the Naval Observatory from the 
jurisdiction of the Navy Department, irntro- 
duced by Mr. Cannon, (Rep., Ill.) There 
was a rather warm exchange of sarcas- 
tic compliments between Mr. Cannon and 
Messrs, Boutelle and Robinson (Rep., Penn.,) 
on the subject. 

Mr. Cannon (Rep., Ill.,) asked Mr. Bou- 
telle if he could tell the House when the 
work would be completed of building pela- 
tial quarters for the officers detailed from 
the navy to take charge of the miscailed 
Naval Observatory, when they did not know 
any more of astronomy thah the average 
member of Congress. He said the ob- 
servatory, unfortunately, had been placed 
under the control of the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Mr. Robinson (Rep., Penn.,) defended the 
naval officers detailed at the Naval Ob- 
servatory from the imputation in Mr. Can- 
non’s remarks that they were not qualified 
by scientific attainments for the positions 
they held at the-observatory. The work 
of the observatory was done in large part 
by naval officers and wholly supervised by 
them. 

Mr. Cannon said his intention had been 
only to call attention to what he believed to 
be a matter of misadministration, but now 
that the question had gone so far he would 
give it as his judgment that the Naval 
Committee, under the substance of the rules 
of the House, had no jurisdiction of the ap- 
propriation, and that it should not be in 
the bill. 

Mr. Boutelle vigorously responded that 
the gentleman had set up his judgment 
against that of the whole House on a mat- 
ter that, ever since he had been in the 
House, had been committed to the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs. He did not suppose 
the committee was particularly jealous of 
the right to appropriate a few hundred dol- 
lars for building these quarters, but as 
Chairman of the committee he emphatical- 
ly repudiated the right of the committee to 
report back to*the House a matter specific- 
ally reported to it by the vote of the House 
itself. It was a monstrous proposition, and 
almost a trifling with the time of the House 
to discuss the matter. Mr. Boutelle then 
followed Mr. Robinson in eulogizing the sci- 
entific ability and achievements of naval 
officers. He said they included some of the 
ablest and brightest scientific men in the 
civilized world. 

Mr. Cannon retorted, with some heat, that 
when he undertook to exercise his undoubt- 
ed right as a Representative on the floor to 
ask a question regarding an appropriation 
which he might deem unwise or inexpedient 
he did not propose to be lectured for it by 
the gentleman from Maine. He objected to 
being put in the position of seeming to 
criticise or antagonize the naval force. 
The officers were a magnificent lot of men, 
whom he honored; they were men fully ed- 
ucated in navigation and the command of 
ships, ‘‘and I want them to stick to their 
business,”’ he said; “‘ their business is not 
upon the hill yonder.” 

The subject was passed, with no action. 





MANAGERS OF SOLDIERS’ HOMES. 
The Appointments Which the House 


Military Committee Suggests. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—As a result of 
the caucus of the nine Republican members 
of the House Military Committee this 
morning, it was decided to report to the 
full committee on Friday a joint resolution 
recommending the appointments of Gen. 
Franklin of Connecticut, Thomas J, Hen- 
derson of Illinois, George L. Beale of 
Maine, and George W. Steele of Indiana to 
fill the vacancies caused in the Board of 
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Managers of the National Soldiers’ Homes 
which will occur this year. 

Messrs. Franklin and Steele will succeed 
themselves. Mr. Henderson of Illinois, who 
was for many years a Representative in 
Congress, succeeds Gen. John C. Black 
of Chicago, who was President Cleveland’s 
first Commissioner of Pensions. Mr. Steele 
is a member of the Indiana Congressional 
delegation, and held the office of Governor 
of Oklahoma under President Harrison. Mr. 
Beale succeeds Gen. Fessenden of Maine, 
wh»? declined a reappointment. 

There was considerable opposition to Gen. 
Franklin’s reappointment, and at the cau- 
cus yesterday it was defeated by a vote of 
5 to 4. It was decided at that time, how- 
ever, that the caucus action should not be 
conclusive, and during the afternoon and 
night influence was brought to bear upon 
one of his opponents which resulted in this 
gentleman to-day casting his vote with 
Franklin’s friends, thus turning the tide in 
his favor. 

The joint resolution will be considered 
by the Military Committee on Friday and 
favorably reported. It is the purpose of 
the Chairman, Mr. Hull of Iowa, to ask its 
immediate consideration, so that it may 
reach the Senate, if possible, this week, and 
if no delay occurs there, be in the hands of 
the President a few days later.

A bill has been drafted embodying the best 
features of the two, measures before the 
committee, and it will be left for next 
Wednesday to determine which company 
shall be named in the measure. The ma-

INVITATION TO HIM TO SPEAK. 


His Written Remarks About Mrs. Burt, 
President of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union of New- 
York State Taken Exception To— 
Malby Bill Called Wicked, Raines 
Law Applauded and William H. 


Maxwell Condemned.

F. Pettengill, the 


President, had announced that she had in- 
vited Mr. Comstock to attend the after- 
noon session and speak on his Social Pu- 
rity bill. 

Mrs. H. S. Prichard objected, and said it 
was unfair to the State President, Mrs. 
Burt, to allow Anthony Comstock to speak 
in the convention after the way he had 
written of Mrs. Burt in the letters he had 
sent to all the unions during the present 
week, in which he accused her of interfer- 
ing with his bill, Mrs. Prichard moved 
that the invitation be withdrawn. 

“In justice to our own President, Ido 
not see how we can withdraw the invita- 
tion,” said Mrs. Mary~E. Newton. = 
am sure that Mrs. Pettengill will not per- 
mit Anthony Comstock or any one else to 
assail the Sgate President here.”’ 

After considerable discussion about the 
invitation, a vote was taken and the Presi- 
dent was sustained. Mrs, Pettengill said: 

‘*Mr. Comstock is to come here and ex- 
plain his bill and ask that we co-operate 
with him, rather than push the bill that 
has been introduced under the name of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union of 
New-York State. His has progressed fur- 
ther, and by bringing our bill to the front 
we may defeat the passage of botn.” 

Mrs. Pettengill, who recognized that there 
were some members that would leave the 
convention if Mr. Comstock called, later in 
the day sent a telegram to Mr. Comstock, 
in which she said that the letters he had 
sent had created some feeling, and that un- 


der the circumstances it would be better 
for him not to appear before the conven- 
tion. 

The election of officers resulted as follows: 
President—Mrs, E. F. Pettengill; Vice Pres- 
ident—Mrs. V. A. Lewis; Corresponding 
Secretary—Mrs, H. S. Prichard; Recording 
Secretary—Mrs. L. A. Beach; Treasurer— 
Mrs. M. J. Annable; Assistant Treasurer— 
Miss Croft. 

Mrs. Mary E. Newton, State Superintend- 
ent of Scientific Temperance Instruction of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union, 
in her report said: 

This year has witnessed a remarkable advance 
in the department of scientific temperance in- 
struction. At Albany recently a Senator said to us, 
‘““There had been more accomplished for temper- 
ance in the Jast twelve months than there had 
been in the preceding twelve years,’’ and this 
was before the enactment of the Raines Dill. 
The widespread agitation consequent upon secur- 
ing the Ainsworth school physiology law had 
awakened more thought and enlisted more effort 
than any preceding legislation. And when, on 
June 15, Gov. Morton signed the bill and filed 
with this the memorandum, that remarkable 
State paper, he set in operation a law the result 
of which is that there are hundreds of thousands 
of children in this State to-day studying the ef- 
fects of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics, the 
laws of food, ventilation, cleanliness, and the 
care of the body by the use of text hooks, and 
in the same manner and as thoroughly as arith- 
metic or geography, is taught. 

Mrs. Newton then stated that the study 
would be begun if oc ecg or ape William 
H. Maxwell of Brooklyn did not succeed 
in securing the repeal of the Ainsworth 
law. 

In referring to the Malby 
bill, Mrs. Newton said: 

It must be confessed with shame and humilia- 
tion that its most ardent advocate and defender 
is Mr. William H. Maxwell, City Superintendent 
of Schools in Brooklyn. His efforts to rob our 
children of the instruction to which they have 
a moral and legal right should receive the se- 
verest condemnation from the eftizens of Brook- 
lyn. Our Legislature should hear from ;the peo- 
ple on this wicked Malby bill, (Senate bill No. 
194.) There are obvious reasons why we shall 
not give a detailed report of the work of this de- 
partment. It has been in the line of securing, 
enforcing, and retaining the Ainsworth school 
physiology law. 

Quite a discussion took place over Mrs. 
Newton’s report, and Mrs. Pettingill said: 

I cannot sit here and allow the Board of Edu- 
eation and the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion to be maligned until they have had a fair 
chance to show what they will do. If in a 
year the city does not do its duty in the execu- 
tion of the Ainsworth law, then it is time enough 
for us to act. If this law is not repealed, it 
will be carried out to the letter in every public 
school in the city, and any school that does not 
so carry out its, provisions will prevent the 
public money coming to the city another year. 
Mr. Maxwell, as Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, has said that the law will be carried 
out, and he will do What he says. If, as a 
private citizen, he thinks the Malby bill better, 
he has a right to do so. True, he waited until 
the last moment before ordering the Ainsworth 
law to be put into execution, but that was be- 
cause he hoped it would be repealed. But he did 
not wait beyond the last minute. It will be time 
enough for us to criticise at the end of next 
year, not now. 

Anthony Comstock was asked by a re- 
porter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES yester- 
day afternoon if there was any disagree- 
ment between him and the members of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, and 
he at once replied that there was not. 

“I was asked to speak by Mrs. Petten- 
gill,” he said, ‘‘and when those in charge 
learned of it they sent word for me not to 
come, as there were already too many 
speakers on the programme, 

“IT went over to Brooklyn before the tel- 
egram reached me, and hada chance for 4 
very cordial talk with Mrs. Lewis, who, it 
is said, would not have presided if I had 
attended. My relations with her and with 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
as a body are most friendly. 

“The only thing that could have given 
rise to such a report is in regard to two 
bills now before the Legislature. One comes 
from my society and the other from cer- 
tain members of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, but not from that or- 
ganization. They both relate to the same 
subject—suppression of immoral display in 
theatres and on billboards. 

“Their bill is, I think, too wild, but if 
the committee reports favorably on it I 
will support it. But there is no hard feel- 
ing over the matter.”

LINES IN THE SOUTHWESTERN 
TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION, 


A Strong Agreement Formed on the 
Same General Plan of the Joint 
Trafiic South- 
western Roads Determined to En- 
force a Standard Tariff Schedule 


Association—The 


—Board of Control Soon to be 


Chosen—Other Matters. 


Following are the names of the trans- 
portation companies composing the South- 
western Traffic Association, which has just 
adopted a new form of agreement based 


on the same general scheme as that of the 
Joint Traffic Association: 

Soutkern Pacific Railway, Missouri Pa- 
cific, Missouri, Kansas and Texas, St. 
Louis Scuthwestern, Texas and Pacific, St. 
Louis and San Francisco, St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain and Southern, Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé, Rock Island, and the Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott and Memphis Rail- 
road, the New-York and Texas Steamship 
Company, (Mallory Line,) and the Cromwell 
Steamship Company. 

L. F. Day, the Chairman of the associa- 
tion, it is expected, will be a member of 
the proposed Board of Control, and Vice 
President J. C. Stubbs of the Southern 
Pacific is talked of as another membcr. 
It is likely that a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of the companies named will 
soon be held for the purpose of selecting 
the Board of Control and arranging other 
matters of detail. 

The formation of the new Southwestern 
traffic agreement has received the close at- 
tention of a number of prominent railroad 
men, including President S. W. Fordyce of 


the St. Louis Southwestern, Mr. Stubbs, 
Vice President, and E. Hawley, Assistant 
General Traffic Manager of the Southern 
Pacific; T. C. Purdy, General Manager Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas; C. A. Parker, 
Freight Traffic Manager of the Missouri 
Pacific, and S. H. H. Clark as Second Vice 
President of the Texas and Pacific. 





Sure Cure for Rate Cutting. 


CHICAGO, March 23.—Chicago shippers ex- 
press satisfaction with the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the Brown 
inter-State commerce case, but Chicago 
railroad officials are wearing a troubled 
look. Some see nothing but fines and jails 
ahead of them; others say they are glad 
the commission has at last been clothed 
with sufficient authority to demonstrate 
its ability or inability to put an end to dis- 
criminations and cut rates. 

“As I understand the decision,” said Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager Bird of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, ‘‘ when a railroad 
officer is summoned before the commission, 
he must tell the truth, go to jail for con- 
tempt, or commit perjury and take chances 
on being found out. The result is that he 
will tell the truth. The witness will tell 
all he knows, and that means that no ship- 
per or railroad company will be safe in 
violating the law by giving secret cut 
rates or other discriminating concessions.” 
Mr. Bird voiced the opinion of most of the 
traffic officers of the other big roads run- 
ning west from Chicago. 

Railroad officials generally are vigorous 
in their denunciation of the law as it now 
stands, which makes individual officials in- 
stead of the corporation liable for secret 
rate cutting: A prominent General Freight 
Agent of a Western line said vesterday that 
if the corporations instead of the officers 
were liable he would at once bring cases of 
rate cutting against two or three of his 
competitors. 


Foreclosure Suits, 

GRAND Rapips, Mich., March 25.—Fore- 
closure suits were begun in the United 
States Court to-day against the Detroit, 
Lansing and Northern, Detroit, Lansing and 
Grand Rapids, and Saginaw and Western 
Railroads. The suit is begun by George W. 
Weld and others, all Boston holders of the 
trust mortgages, and is the first step in 
the radical reorganization of the Detroit, 
Lansing and Northern system, which has 
been contemplated for the last three years. 

The mortgage bonds against the Detroit, 
Lansing and Northern, on which the suits 
are heard, aggregate $1,150,000, and those 
on branch roads bring the total up to about 
$2,225,000. The bill asks for the appointment 
of a receiver. 


Bridge Interests Unite. 

BROCKVILLE, Ontario, March 25.—The 
Brockville and New-York Bridge Company 
has decided to amalgamate with the St. 
Lawrence Railway Company of New-York. 
The latter holds an international bridge 
charter from the United States Govern- 
ment, while the Brockville Company has a 
charter from the Canadian Government. 
The capital stock of the amalgamated com- 
pany, which wil) be known as the Brock- 
vile and St. Lawrence Bridge Company, is 
$2,500,000. Considerable work has already 
been done on the bridge, which will span 
the St. Lawrence River between Brock- 
ville, Ontario, and Morristown, N. Y. Con- 
struction work will be rapidly pushed 
next Summer. 


Central Vermont Receivership. 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 25.—Judge Ship- 
man, in the United States Circuit Court for 
the District of Connecticut, to-day ordered 
that the court take ancillary jurisdiction 
with the United States Circuit Court for 
the District of Vermont in the suit of the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company of Can- 
ada against the Central Vermont Railroad 
Company. He has confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Charles M. Hays and E, C. Smith, 
receivers of the defendant company, who 
were appointed by Judge Wheeler of the 
Vermont District. 


Elevator Transfer Charges. 


The Board of Managers of the Joint Traf- 
fic Association yesterday listened to the 
local representatives of Western railroads 
interested in elevator transfer charges. 
Some of these representatives had recom- 
mendations to make regarding the difficulty 
of carrying out the circular instruetions 
recently issued by the Managers relative to 
transfers at Western junctions. ; 

The Managers considered the suggestions 
offered, but reached no decision. The mat- 
ter will be taken up again at the next 
meeting of the board. 


May Run to Albany. 

Hiuu, N. J., March 25.—It was 
asserted here to-day on good authority 
that the reported purchase of the New- 
Jersey and New-York Railroad by the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Road meant 
the extension of the line of the New-Jersey 
and New-York. The road now runs from 
Jersey City to Haverstraw, partly over the 
tracks of the Erie It is stated the ex- 
tension will be from Haverstraw to Albany 
under an old charter held by the New-Jer- 
sey and New-York.

Report for the Year 1895 Presented 
to the Legislature. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The report of the 
State Board of Charities for 1895 was trans- 
mitted to the Legislature to-day. The re- 
port gives the number and classification 
of beneficiaries of the various charitable 
institutions of the State as follows:

The number of alien’ paupers removed 
from the poorhouses and other charitable 
institutions of the State, and furnished 
passage to their homes in Europe, during 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1895, was 261, 
divided as follows: To England, 41; to 
Ireland, 37; to Germany, 53; to Austria- 
Hungary, 31; to Italy, 38; to Russia, 4; to 
Holland, 4; total, 261. The total expend- 
iture for these removals was $5,338.80; 
the average per capita expenditure, $20.45. 
Tne whole number of removals of such 
alien paupers since the law went into ef- 
fect in 1880 is 2,632; the total expenditure, 
$58,115.57; the average per capita expend- 
iture, $23.08 

Twelve pauper Indians were committed, 
of whom four remained under care at the 
close of the year. The report says: 

The law makes no provision for Indian chil« 
dren over two years old, as the statutes prohibit 
their commitment to county poorhouses. The 
only provision for such children, therefore, is in 
the Thomas Asylum for Orphan and Destitute 
Indian Children, at Versailles, and this institu- 
tion, having capacity for 100 inmates, is already 
crowded. There are, at present, considerable 
numbers of destitute and neglected Indian” chil- 
dren on the various reservations, for whose care 
and relief provision should immediately be made.

Enoch Vine Stoddard, Vice President;

The new Sunday- provisions are 
among those which have already taken 
effect, for they apply to “any corpora- 
tion, association, copartnership, or per- 
son, whether having paid such tax or 
not,” and henceforth it is unlawful “ to 
have open or unlocked any door or en- 
trance from the street, alley, yard, hall- 
way, room, or adjoining premises to the 
room or rooms where any liquors are sold 
or kept for sale during the hours when 
the sale of liquors is forbidden, except 
when necessary for the egress or ingress 
of the person or members of his family 
for purposes not forbidden by this act.” 
It is also unlawful ‘‘ to have during the 
hours when the sale of liquor is forbid- 
den any curtain, screen, or blinds, opaque 
or colored giass, that obstructs the view 
from the sidewalk, aliey, or road in front 
of, or from the side or end of the build- 
ing, of the bar or place in such building 
where liquors are sold or kept for sale.”

THE LIBRARY AND THE RESERVOIR. 
Our readers will observe that the argu- 
ments addressed to the Mayor by the 
Trustees of the Public Library in behalf 
of the grant of the site of the Forty-sec- 
ond Street Reservoir are in outline those 
which appeared yesterday in these col- 
umns. We mention this not at all to 
boast of it, but to_show that the main 
arguments are as obvious as they are 
cogent. They must have suggested them- 
selves to everybody who has given the 
subject any serious consideration. 
The board goes into some detail upon 
the question of the impossibility of creat- 
great 








ing or of maintaining a public 
library with the funds available. From 
this it is quite clear that the sum is in- 
adequate for the purposes of a great pub- 
lic library. The appropriation this year 
in Parliament for the maintenance and 
increase of the library of the British Mu- 
seum was about $750,000. The whole in- 
come at present of the union endowments 
of the New-York Public Library is $160,- 
000, or ubout one-fifth. These figures 
are very eloquent. Nobody imagines that 
we have more now than the mere nucleus 
of a library comparable with one of the 
great libraries of the Old World. In 
number of volumes the combined Astor 
and Lenox Libraries are far exceeded by 
the Library of Congress, by the Public 
Library of Boston, and by the library of 
Harvard University, while any compari- 
son with the great collections of Paris, 
London, St. Petersburg, Munich,. and 
Berlin is merely absurd. 

But there is another and equally im- 
portant consideration. As the Trustees 
say, a mere library of reference will not 
meet our needs, and such are the great 
libraries of the world. In order to secure 
its prosperity, 
usefulness, the Public Library must com- 
prise a number of branches and a free-

much more, and its expenses must be 
greater.

The city could very well afford to house 
the library, as well as to provide it with 
a site. For the city in this case means 
all of us, and the interest of the library

is the interest, consciously or 
sciously, of every man, 
child in New-York. But the present 
proposition is merely that the city shall 
give to the library a site of which it now 
makes no use whatever, and which, for 
any use it is of, might as well be under 
water. Such a grant would enable the 
Trustees not only to apply their revenue 
to the purposes of a library, without de- 
duction, but would also increase that 
revenue by the income derivable from the 
sale of some of the land they now hold. 
Of the propriety of granting an applica- 
tion so modest and so clearly for the pub- 
lic interest there can be no question.

THE COST OF FREE SILVER. 

We have called the attention of the 
business men of Alabama to the injury 
their State would suffer if the free-silver 
faction were allowed to get the upper 
hand in its politics. We now ask them 
earefully to study an event that bears 
directly on this question, and we assure 
them that it is only one of many that 
are happening all over the country. The 
house of SARGENT & Co. of New-Haven, 
the largest concern manufacturing hard- 
ware in the State and one of the largest 
in the country, has just felt forced to re- 
duce the working time of its employés 
from fifty-four to forty-two hours per 
week, involving a loss of some 22 per 
cent. in wages to its 1,500 workmen. Mr. 
H. B. SARGENT explains this action by 
the general uncertainty in financial cir- 
cles as to the currency. The farming 
districts find it harder to get money, and 
have to be more saving. “ We want,” 
he says, “‘less politics and more business 
at Washington, a cessation of talk about 
paying debts in a depreciated currency, 
and positive legislation to place the 
finances and the currency upon a sound 
and solid basis.” And he cites the case 
of a large Western housé that withdrew 
its salesmen from Texas on account of 
the sentiment for unsound money in that 
State,

POLICE’ RESPONSIBILITY. 

We are not sure that it is desirable to 
take from the Chief of Police the au- 
thority vested in him by the legislation 
of last year to assign to duty members 
of the uniformed force and to change 
the assignments as the exigencies of the 
service require and vest that authority 
in the Police Board again. Neither is it 
certain that the recommendation of the 
Chief should not be required for promo- 
tions, unless the board is unanimous in 
making them, or even then. 

When the act of last year took effect 
the present Police Board had just been 
appointed, and Superintendent ByRNES 
“Chief.” There 
much discussion of the separation -of the 
administrative and executive functions 
of the department and the concentration 
in the head of the force of responsibility 
for its efficiency. There had been much 
talk about the necessity of a quasi-mili- 
tary system.

This concentrated responsibility is de- 
sirable. If the Chief in command of the 
force is to be held responsible for its effi- 
cient action, why should he not be able 
to make and change the assignments to 
duty according to the exigencies and re- 
quirements of the service, which he must 
understand better than any administra- 
tive board? 

The board furnishes him the material 


and is responsible for its quality. He 


has to use it. Why should he not exer- 
cise discretion in the choice of men in 
each grade and in the distribution of she 
force? If we admit the analogy to a 
military system, we must allow that the 
commander of an army would be great- 
ly hamperedif the assignment and trans- 
fer of officers and forces under him were 
dictated by the civilian head of an ad- 
ministrative department. 

Not only must a Chief of Police con- 
trol the distribution and application of 
his force in order to secure efficiency, 
but his recommendations ought to have 
weight in the promotion of subordinates. 
The present system has many bad feat- 
ures, but it seems to us that any change 
should be toward a more complete sep- 
aration of the administrative functions 
from the direction and command of the 
force rather than a relapse to the old 
condition. The honest purposes of the 
present board are beyond question, and 
its capacity for administrative duties is 
equally so, but the man who is put in 
command of the force and expected to 
make the most efficient use of it is best 
qualified to his where

Russia is undoubtedly the wolf. 
is willing enough, no doubt, to protect 
Turkey for a price. But the price is al- 
ways the same and very high, being 
nothing less than the possession of Con- 
stantinople. 

While there is no reason for doubting 
that the Sultan has appealed to France 
and Russia, there is strong reason for 
doubting that he has done so in conse- 
quence of an assurance of support from 
those powers. It is quite evident that 
England would not have sent an expe- 
dition into the Soudan, and shown her- 
self ready to intrench her position in 
Egypt, without taking account of the 
resentment of France and _ providing 
against its consequences. Such a pro- 
vision can have taken no other form than 
an understanding having the force, if not 
the form, of a treaty with the powers 
composing the Triple Alliance. If France 
and Russia have refrained from chal- 
lenging the Triple Alliance heretofore, it 
is not at all likely that they will chal- 
lenge it now, with the British fleet added 
to its resources. Neither at St. Peters- 
burg nor at Paris can such a course be 
seriously contemplated.

LARGE RAILWAY EARNINGS, 

The uncommonly favorable traffic con- 
ditions that now prevail are conspicuous- 
ly manifest in the reports of railway 
earnings for the last six weeks. Of 128 
railroads reporting gross earnings for the 
month of February, only 24 reported 
losses. The aggregate gain was 13.52 per 
cent., which is the largest gain shown in 
one month in a year. Two roads—the 
St. Paul and the Canadian Pacific—show 
gains in February alone of more than 
$300,000 each, and five roads report gains 
of more than $200,000 each for the same 
period. 

For the current month the returns 
show moderate gains in every part of the 
country except the Southwest, where 
scant crops and rate cutting have been 
unfavorable to the railroad transporta- 
tion business since last Fall. The gains 
made by some of the Western roads are 
exceedingly large, the St. Paul, as usual, 
leading all others. For the third week of 
March St. Paul shows an increase in 
gross earnings of $116,000, the Canadian 
Pacific an increase of $72,000, the Iowa 
Central $15,700, Denver and Rio Grande

$15,500, and ‘the Louisville, Evansville 


and St. Louis $5,318. Although the Mis- 
souri Pacific reports a slight loss for the 
third week of ‘this month it is able to 
show an increase since Jan. 1 of $166,000. 
The St. Paul Road reports an increase 
since the Ist of last July of $4,408,690. 

The growing disposition of the 
roads to form associations embracing 
geographical groups will unquestionably 
have a stimulating effect on the gross 
earnings and on the individual profits as 
well.

Dispatches from London say that a 
prominent firm in the English iron trade 
“has made extensive purchases of pig 
iron in Alabama and is arranging fer 
further purchases.’ This transaction 
causes the leading English trade journal 
of the iron industry to say that “ Eng- 
land is threatened with an invasion of 
American pig iron,” and that 
one of the most serious. blows to the su- 
premacy of Great Britain as a manufact- 
uring nation.’’ One

GERMAN OPERA. 


Last Performance of Wagner's Music 
Drama, “ Die Gotterdammerung.” 


There is no question whatever that ‘ Die 
Goétterdimmerung”’ rivals all the other 
dramas of “ Der Ring des Nibelungen”’ in 
popularity. Last night it was performed at 
the Academy of Music for the second time 
this season, and the audience packed the 
nouse to its complete capacity. It was a 
remarkably attentive and well-pleased au- 
dience, and its applause, reserved, accord- 
ing to the excellent Wagnerian fashion, un- 
til the ends of the acts, was long and en- 
thusiastic. The lovers of Wagner are cer- 
tainly sincere lovers. Perhaps they felt it 
necessary last night to be doubly in earnest 


because of an outbreak of opposition early 
in the performance. 

Under the stage of the Academy were 
stored away a dozen fox hounds busily en- 
gaged in studying the important parts 
which they are to play in the forthcoming 
production of ‘‘Humanity.’”” The moment 
they heard Mme. Klafsky’s voice they gave 
tongue in six keys at once. The Briinn- 
hilde of the evening stood aghast, while 
half a dozen stage hands rushed down with 
clubs and endeavored to silence these new 
Italianissimi. But they refused to be silent, 
and had to be removed to a stable. This 
is the only authentic case of clubbing be- 
ings for expressing their dislike of Wagner. 

Last night’s performance was, on the 
whole, better than that of last Saturday 
afternoon. Not that there was any more 
conspicuous individual merit, but the en- 
semble was more firmly knit. Mme. Klaf- 
sky repeated her vigorous rendering of 
Briinnhilde, and Herr Alvary was once 
again the Siegfried. Wilhelm Mertens re- 
placed Demeter Popovici as Gunther, and 
Gerhard Stehmann was the Hagen instead 
of Emil Fischer. Walter Damrosch con- 
ducted.

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CHAMBERLAIN ON CANADA'S FATE. 


Determination of the Dominion to 
Draw Closer Bonds of Imperial Union. 


LONDON, March 25.--The Right Hon. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, was the guest of honor at 
the annual dinner of the Canada Club, in 
London, this evening. Among those pres- 
ent were Admiral Sir Francis Leopold Mc- 
Clintock, the Hon. W. H. Montague, Cana- 
dian Minister of Agriculture; Joseph G. 
Colmer, Secretary of the Canadian Office 
in London; Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, 
Messrs. Alexander Staveley Hill, M. P.; W. 
E. M. Tomlinson, M. P., and Sydney Gedge, 
M. P., and many other prominent person- 
ages. The President of the club, Sir Rob- 
ert Gillespie, proposed a toast to the Gov- 
error General of Canada and the Dominion, 
coupling the names of Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Montague. 

Upon Mr, Chamberlain’s rising to respond 
he was loudly cheered. He declared that, 
whatever test gauged her greatness, Can- 
ada stood to-day first among the group of 
kindred nations which, together with the 
United Kingdom, formed the British Em- 
pire. He had often 
said, and knew men on both sides of the 
Atlantie who once assumed that the mani- 
fest destiny of Canada was to be absorbed 
by the great Republic upon her southern 
frontier. That ancient controversy, Mr. 
Chamberlain declared, was in contrast with 
the present determination of Canada to 
maintain her local institutions and draw 
oe the bonds uniting her to the parent 
stem, 

The recent isolation of the United King- 
dom and the dangers which seemed to 
threaten had evoked from all the colonies, 
and especially from Canada, an outburst 
of loyalty and affection. To none of her 
Majesty’s subjects was the recent shadow 
of war more ominous than to Canada; yet 
there was no hesitation on her part, and 
unanimous voice was made in common 
cause with the United Kingdom. [Cheers.] 

The speakers of the Dominion Parliament 
struck the right note when they spoke of 
“our empire.’’ ‘Could an expression of 
loyalty from all the colonies,’’ he asked, 
*“pass without serious effort on the part of 
both colonial and imperial statesmen to 
transform these high sentiments into prac- 
tical results? We must seek the line of 
least resistance.”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain declared that the great- 
est of the colonies’ common obligations was 
imperial defense, and the greatest of their 
common interests imperial] trade. It was 
difficult to deal with fhe subject of defense 
without first dealing with the matter of 
trade. They had a great example in the 
creation of the German Empire, which was 
led up to through the union of the States 
now forming it in a commercial zollverein. 
At the great conference in Ottawa in 1894 
the principal resolution adopted declared 
in favor of a customs arrangement between 
Great Britain and her colonies. 

Mr. Chamberlain, continuing, referred to 
the motion offered in the Canadian House 
of Commons by Mr. McNeall that a small 
duty be levied by each member of the em- 
pire against foreign products imported by 
them and that the proceeds from such duties 
be devoted to the purpose of imperial in- 
tercommunication and defense. Mr. Me- 
Neall’s proposal, he said, was entitled to 
respectful consideration. If the English ob- 
jected to it they ought to propose an al- 
ternative. At the same time, the impor- 
tance of the proposal ought not to be min- 
imized. 

It would involve a most serious disturb- 
ance of the trade of the United Kingdom 
and a great change in the principles which 
for many years have guided its.commercial 
policy. The proposed duty would tend to in- 
crease the cost of living to the working 
classes of the United Kingdom, and hence 
increase the cost of production, rendering 
worse the position of the British in com- 
petition with foreign countries in neutral 
markets. 

Great Britain, in return, would get a very 
small preference—amounting to 2, perhaps 
5, per cent.—in competition with foreigners 
in colonial markets. This proposal Mr. 
Chamberlain considered a very startling 
one for a free-trade country, and he feared 
that it would be impossible of adoption in 
its present form. He stated in detail his 
reasons for regarding its adoption as im- 
possible, dwelling espscially upon the fact 
that the British foreign trade is so much 
more gigantic than that of the colonies 
that the taxation would fall far more heav- 
ily upon the United Kingdom than upon 
them. 

He referred to the dispatch of 1895 of the 
Marquis of Ripon, then Colonial Secretary, 
which, althougth conclusive as far as it con- 
cerned the proposal to which it referred, 
did not bar out others which were more 
favorable. 

Mr. Chamberlain suggested that the true 
zollverein of the Empire, viz., free trade 
throughout the Empire, despite the involv- 
ing of duties against foreigners, might be 
discussed, and would probably lead to a 
satisfactory arrangement if the colonies 
were willing to consider it. [Cheers.]} 

It had been assumed, he continued,=that 
the colonies would certainly refuse to con- 
sider such a suggestion, but he was not 
convinced that they would do so. He éon- 
tended that it would be so enormously ad- 
vantageous to them that the colonies 
would be bound to consider it, but instanced 
some exceptions that would be necessary, 
holding, however, that the general princi- 
ple would be acceptable, that between the 
various parts of the Empire protection 
ought to disappear, any duties imposed 
being merely for revenue, not protection. 
(Cheers. ] 

If this principle should be adopted, said 
the speaker, there would be no reason for 
calling a council of the Empire to discuss 
the matter. [Cheers.] 

In conclusion, Mr. Chamberlain declared 
that he spoke only for himself, and was 
not initiating a course of policy. He 
wished, he said, to provoke discussion upon 
the subjeet. 

Mr. Montague followed Mr. Chamberlain, 
whom he congratulated upon fully appre- 
ciating the idea of a Greater Britain. Ca- 
nadians were proud, he said, of Great Brit- 
ain’s past and present, but they believed 
that the future of the empire would be in- 
finitely greater. He wished Mr. Chamber- 
lain godspeed in the work of increasing the 
ties of common interest and the interde- 
pendence between the mother country and 
her colonies, and hoped that he would do 
everything possible to encourage emigration 
to Canada. 

He urged the adoption of some such sug- 
gestion as that made by Mr. Chamberlain. 
He realized that there were difficulties in 
the way and that mutual sacrifices would 
be necessary, but the opportunity was great 
and he undertook to say that Canada would 
not refuse to consider any practical prop- 
osition which she could possibly accept. 
She had hitherto led the way as much as 
possible upon this subject and was willing 
to discuss it in the future. Mr. Montague’s 
remarks were received with cheers. 





PROTECTIONIST TO FREE TRADERS, 


Col, Clarke of the Home Market Club 
Speaks in Boston, 


Boston, March 25.—The New-England 
Free Trade League dined at the United 
States Hotel this evening, 125 members be- 
ing present. President Henry W. Lamb 
presided. At his right sat the guest of the 
evening, Col. Albert Clarke, Secretary of 
the Home Market Club, who had been in- 
vited to state the protection argument to 
his opponents. 

Among others present were William 
Lloyd Garrison, John E. Russell, Harvey 


N. Shepard, Henry C. Thatcher, Osborne 
Howes, Henry F. Axon, and Gen. Hazard 
Stevens. 

Col. Clarke was received with hearty ap- 
plause, and his statement of the points 
wherein he agreed with the league received 
marked approval, as well as his congratu- 
lations at the change of name of the 
league from Tariff Reform to Free Trade. 

Col. Clarke read a carefully prepared ad- 
dress on the “ Errors of Free Trade.” The 
free traders were good natured, and they 
gave Col. Clarke’s address earnest and 
courteous attention and liberally applaud- 
ed his best points. 

Harvey N. Shepard replied good natured- 
ly but at length in a brilliant impromptu 
speech to the leading points of the guest of 
the evening. 

a Clarke replied in brief to Mr. Shep- 


ard. 

John E. Russell spoke briefly and hu- 
morously, correcting a few of what he 
called Clarke’s historical errors. 

George S&S. Merriam of Springfield sent a 
letter of sympathy, with the work of the 
léague. He said: 

“The league has done well to give cir- 
culation to the address of Mr. Bayard on 
‘Individual Freedom.’ Mr. Bayard may 
have been guilty of impropriety, but the 
technical propriety or impropriety of his 
speech is a trifling matter. The essential 
point {s, Were his words trué? Let not 
personalities divert us from the considera- 
tion of principles.”

TURKEY AND EGYPT'S WAR 





INTERFERENCE ATTRIBUTED TQ 
; TWO ALLIED POWRRS, 


France Will Refase to Sanction Brit- 

ain's Use of the Reserve Fund for 
Expedition, Unless 
Precise Pledges Are Given for the 
Evacuation of Egypt=—Lord Salis- 
tury Presides over a Cabinet 
Council Which Wolseley Attends.

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 25.—The Council 
of Ministers which was held at the palace 
on March 21 exhaustively discussed the sit- 
uation in Egypt. Both the palace author- 
ities and the Porte were greatly annoyed 
at the fact that Turkey had not been con- 


sulted in regard to the Dongola expedition 
and were also irritated because the Khé- 
dive had ignored the Porte in the matter. 

Messages were addressed to Moukhtar 
Pasha, High Commissioner of the Porte in 
Egypt, rngproaching him for not having put 
a stop to the expedition. - 

The Ministers also addressed an appeal to 
France and Russia requesting them to in- 
tervene, to the end of regulating the posi- 
tion of Egypt, and Germany was also asked 
to use her good offices in the same direction. 
It is believed in well-informed circles that 
the action of the Porte in this matter was 
taken at the instance of Russia and France. 

Costaki Pasha, Turkish Ambassador to 
Great Britain, has been instructed to make 
representations to Lord Salisbury express- 
ing the Porte’s ideas in regard to the 
Egyptian situation. 

Paris, March 25.—A semi-official note is- 
sued this morning says that France will re- 
fuse to sanction England’s use of the Egypt- 
ian reserve fund for the purpose of paying 
the expenses of the Dongola expedition, un- 
less precise pledges are given for the evacu- 
ation of Egypt. 

LONDON, March 25.--A news-ageney dis- 
patch from Cairo, published in The Globe, 
Says that six members of the Egyptian Pub- 
lic Debt Commission have notified the 
Egyptian Minister of War of their assent to 
the Government’s drawing upon the Egypt- 
ian reserve fund to méet the expenses of 
the Nile expedition. 

Lord Salisbury presided at a Cabinet 
council, which met at the Foreign Office at 
ll o’clock to-day. Gen. Lord Wolseley, 
Commander in Chief o7 the Army, was pres- 
ent.

AND ITALY ALLIED. 


Agreement Concluded with a Viev 
qt Abandonment of Kassala, 


ROME, March 25.—In the Senate to-day 
Baron Blane, ex-Minister of Foreign Af 
fairs, affirmed that the alliance between 
Great Britain and Italy was an »#ccom- 
plished fact. 

The overtures for peace, which had been 
made with the view to the eventual evacua- 
tion of Kassala, Baron Blanc said, had 
determined the authorities upon a public, 
definitive manifestation of alliance, which 
was founded upon a more solid basis than 
protocols, namely, a community of defen- 
sive interests. This community would 
henceforth be extended to the security of 
Italy as a maritime power, and the Med- 


iterranean power of Italy would now bes 
come an effective bond between Great Brit- 
ain and the Dreibund. 

Signor Sermoneta, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, concurred in Baron Blanc’s statement, 
He created a sensation by declaring that, if 
the Dongola expedition was aimed at the 
reconquering of the Soudan, Italy must, if 
the conquest be effected, and if Great Brit 
ain so desired, restore Kassala,

HAVANA, March 25.—The insurgent expe- 
dition which left New-York March 16 on 
board the steamer Bermuda has Janded on 
the shores of Cuba. 

it is positively known that the men, arms, 
and ammunition on board-the Bermuda 
Were safely put on shore and conveyed to 
the headquarters of the Cubans, despite 
the vigilance of the Spanish guards. Gen. 
Calixto Garcia was at the head of the 
party and is now understood io be in the 
insurgent camp. 

News of the Bermuda’s successful carry- 
ing out of her mission was received with 
satisfaction by more persons than those 
who constitute the Cuban colony in New- 
York. Capt. John O’Brien, who went as 
her master, has not disappointed the pre- 
dictions of boatmen who know him. As a 
skillful pilot and an adventuresome spirit, 
he had already acquired a name. 

The Bermuda’s first attempt to sail, her 
detention, and the arrest of all connected 
with the enterprise on Feb. 24 was a sore 
blow to the Cubans. Her subsequent de- 
parture on March 15 on the present expedi- 
tion was not interfered with, and success 
marked each stage of the steamship’s 
movements. Gen. Garcia and a party were 
understood to have successfully evaded 
Spanish spiec, and to have boarded 
the Bermuda from a _ steamboat off 
Ocean City, N. J., two days _after 
She left this port. An order was imme- 
diately issued from Washington, giving in- 
structions for revenue cutters to intercept 
the Bermuda if she was found within the 
waters of the United States with an armed 
expedition aboard. Later news from Florida 
indicated that more filibusters had been put 
aboard in Southern waters. She was said 
to have carried from here forty tons of 
rifles, revolvers, machetes, and several ma- 
chine guns; a quantity of dynamite, and 
200,000 cartridges. Nearly all of these mu- 
nitions were so packed that each case could 
be carried by one man when they were 
landed. 

It is presumed that the Bermuda made 
a landing at night with the aid of a native 
pilot, when the Spanish gunboats for lack 
of competent pilots to navigate among the 
countless shoals are compelled to anchor. 

The acquisition of Gen. Garcia in the field 
is a source of congratulation to the Cubans, 
who count him as one of their best fighters 
and military tacticians. 

With another such consignment of the 
sinews of war and the wet season com- 
ing on, Cubans say they will strike a fatal 
blow to Spanish pretentions. 





INSURGENTS DEFEAT SPANIARDS. 


Houses Burned in Santa Ana, Rodriga, 


Palma Sola, and Yabucito. 


HAVANA, March 25.—During an attack by 
insurgents upon the City of Santa Clara, 
the rebel leader, Leoncio Vidal, was killed. 

A detachment of Government troops, com- 
posed of the San Quintin Battalion, was at- 
tacked by a party of rebels, under Fonseca, 
near San Juan de Jos Yeras, in the Santa 
Clara Province, and a hard fight ensued. 
The battle resulted in the defeat of the 
Spanish force, which lost many killed and 
wounded. it is admitted by the Spaniards 
that in this engagement they lost one Lieu- 
tenant and fifteen privates killed. 

The insurgents have burned the principal 
houses in Santa Ana, in the Province of 
Matanzas; 105 houses in Rodriga, and a 
number of houses in Palma Sola and Ya- 
bucito, all in the Province of Santa Clara. 

Elbert Rappelye, the correspondent. in 
Cuba of The New-York Mail and Express, 
will embark for the United States to-mor- 
row, in accordance with an order issued by 
the Governor General decreeing his expul- 
sion from the country. 





AFRAID OF CUBAN RESOLUTIONS. 


“ Jingoes” Likely to Reject Those of 
House for Those of Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The latest atti- 
tude of the Congress on the Cuban question 
is calculated to intensify the opinion which 
the public has been forming for itself, that 
the Congress undertook to do something un- 
necessary, and is now trying to find justi- 
fication for its foolishness or a not too dis- 
graceful way out of an awkward mess. Op- 
position to the Senate resolutions, as mod- 
ified by the House, had pressure so strong 
that the war party in the Senate evaded 
a vote upon the conference report, sending 
the resolutions back to conference. Now, 
fearing to have a vote at all upon Cuban 
resolutions, it looks as though the des- 
perate jingoes would agree to accept the 
Senate resolutions without change, thus 
throwing over the House resolutions ac- 
cepted in conference. 

The gain to the jingoes by this course 
will be the avoidance of a vote in either 
the Senate or the House. The acceptance 
by the House of the Senate resolutions will 
call for no report to the Senate except the 
announcement of concurrence. In the House 
the announcement will be made that the 
conferrees have agreed to the resolution of 


the Senate, receding from the substitute 
offered by the House. That outcome to the 
jingoes will be more satisfactory than de- 
feat in the Senate. 

It is not complimentary to the discern- 
ment of Mr. Mills or Mr. Morgan that the 
conferrees on the Cuban resolutions now are 
talking about agreeing to the original Sen- 
ate resolutions, which the House and Sen- 
ate jingoes did not like. The conferrees 
had a long discussion to-day without com- 
ing to an agreement, and adjourned until 
to-morrow. The talk was all in favor of 
an agreement of some kind, it being the 
opinion of the conferrees that the Congress 
would be placed in a most discreditable 
position if it should be found necessary to 
drop the entire matter through lack of 
harmony between the two branches. 

Inasmuch as the chief objection in the 
Senate was to the third section of the 
House substitute resolutions, which favored 
intervention by the Government in the af- 
fairs of Cuba, the conferrees on the part of 
the Senate were willing to report in favor 
of the substitute, with the objectionable 
section stricken out. But such a report 
would make a vote in the Senate necessary. 
It is likely that the Senate resolutions, 
which received only six adverse votes in 
the Senate, will be reported. These read 
es follows: 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of Congress, a 
condition of public war exists between the Gov- 
ernment of Spain and the Government pro- 
claimed and for some time maintained by force 
of arms by the people of Cuba: and that the 
United States of America should maintain a 
strict neutrality between the contending powers, 
according to each all the rights of belligerents 
in the ports and territory of the United States.

It is assumed that the House con- 
ferrees will act with full knowledge of the 
temper of the House.

Britain has intimated to this Government 
that it would be rather pleased if the 
United States Government would intervene 
in the Cuban War.

As it would have been easy to say that 
the report was not true, if such be the case, 
it seemed as if there must be a degree of 
irnth in it. The Foreign Office in London 
authorized a denial of the story. 

The Foreign Office in London, while ap- 
pearing to be frank and indifferent to con- 
cealment, may have told a diplomatic lie. 
At all events, more than one inauirer at 
the State Department this afternoon came 
away with the impression that Secretary 
Olney had knowledge of such a communi- 
cation, that he was unwilling to deny it, 
and that his way of promoting belief in the 
report was to suggest that he could tell if 
he would, but that he preferred to keep the 
information secret for a while. Whether 
he has information of the disposition indi- 
cated us held by Great Britain, it is not at 
all probable that the United States Gov- 
ernment will forcibly intervene in Cuban 
affairs because the British Foreign Office 
offered advice to that end. 

If Great Britain has offered Mr. Olney 
such advice it is apt to postpone interven- 
tion, even if that had been contemplated. 





FAITH IN NANSEN’S SUCCESS, 


Brogger Doubts Not that the Explorer 
Has Been Successful, 


Sr. PETERSBURG, March The St. Pe- 
tersburg Geographical Society held a meet- 
ing yesterday, at which Baron Toll, the 
arctic explorer, read a letter received 
March 15 from Prof. Brogger of Chris- 
tiania, saying he had no dotibt that 
Dr. Nansen had been successful and was 
now returning from the north pole. 

When’ Dr. Nansen left him at Tromsoe, 
Prof. Brogger wrote, he said that he had 
calculated upon returning in two or three 
years. The news in regard to Nansen 
which had been telegraphed a few weeks 
ago, could not have come from Nansen per- 
sonally, Prof. Brogger said, but, he con- 
tinued, ‘‘I expect him on board the Fram 
to arrive in Norway next Autumn.” 

After reading the letter, Baron Toll add- 
ed: ‘‘ We also believe in Nansen. If he 
does not arrive in the Autumn there will 
still be time to send an expedition to ex- 
plore the New Siberia Islands and possibly 
Sannikoff Land.”’ 


DUPAS AND ROYERE ACQUIPTED.

Paris, March 25.—The trial of MM. Dupas 
and Royére, formerly officials of the detect- 
ive service, charged with selling profession- 
al secrets and with failing to arrest Emile 
Arton in connection with the Panama 
frauds when the latter was in Venice, in 
defiance of orders to take him into cus- 


tody, ended to-day in the acquittal of the 
defendants. 

_The defense set up the argument that the 
Government had not wished Arton to be 
arrested, despite the orders that were is- 
sued for his apprehension, and that the 
trial of Dupas and Royére was merely an 
attempt on the part of the authorities to 
make the weak suffer for the strong. 


Max Lebaudy’s Exploiters Sentenced, 


PaRis, March 25.—The trial of Ulric de 
Civry, editor of L’Echo de Armée; Armand 
Rosenthal, (Jacques St. Cére,) foreign ed- 
itor of Le Figaro and Paris correspondent 
of The New-York Herald; Count de Cesti, 
and others, upon charges of blackmailing 
the late Max Lebaudy, the millionaire 
spendthrift, ended to-day in the conviction 
of Civry and Cesti, who were sentenced to 
thirteen months’ imprisonment and 500f. 
fine each. The other defendants were ac- 
quitted. 

Lengthening Trial of Dr. Jameson, 

LONDON, March 25.—The trial of Dr. 
Jameson and his fellow-officers was re- 
sumed in the Bow Street Police Court this 
morning. The Postmaster of Mafeking 
described how the telegraph wires were 
cut behind Jameson's expedition. The trial 
was postponed until April 28, pending the 
arrival of further evidence from South 
Africa. 


Foreign M iscella neous Reports. 


—Penny postage throughout the British 
Empire was the object of a favorable resolution 
passed at a meeting of the Association of Cham- 
bers of Commerce in London yesterday, The 
Duke of Norfolk, Postmaster General, said that 
the resolution was premature. When the colonies 
went into the Universal Postal Union it was 
agreed that the rate of postage should not be re- 
duced until after 1897. 

—Turkey’s Council of Ministers decides 
that agents of the American Red Cross Society 
shall distribute relief in cities, and not visit 
villages, the destitute in these being expected to 
make the journey to the headquarters.

ALTERATIONS IN THE REPORT ON 
THE VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY. 


The Corrections Are AH in the Argu- 


ment of Sir Frederick Pollock, 


and Are Not Considered Impor- 


tant by the American Commission 
—Opinions Little Regarded, but a 


Search for Facts—Sir Julian 


Pauncefote to Remain Here. 


LONDON, March 25.—A Parliamentary pa- 
per was issued this afternoon entitled ‘‘ Er- 
rata in the Venezuela Blue Book.’ The 
first emendation of the text of the Blue 
Book is of the extract from the secret re- 
ports on the dominions of the King of 


Spain in America, addressed to the Spanish 
Government, (Page 5,) which reads: ‘It 
appears that the Dutch settlements in 
Guayana extend. from close to. the River 
Amazones to the Orinoco.’’ This passage 
is amended to read: “It appears that the 
Dutch settlements in Guayana already ex- 
tended from close to the River Amazon, at 
least as far as the Pomeroon.” 

The errata withdraw the version of the 
Centurien’s report in 1770, (Page 14 of the 
Blue Book,) and substitutes another, affirm- 
ing that the report sent home by Centurion 
inclosed declarations by the Prefect and 
three members of the Spanish missions to 


the effect that the Spaniards had not then 
and never had any fort on the Cuyuni. 
What the Dutch believed were two forts 
in that neighborhood were villages belong- 
ing to the missions on the northern bank 
of the Yuruari. The paper quotes parts of 
these declarations from the Audiencia de 
Caracas, together with letters and reports 
written in the year 1778. 

A note appended to the errata says: ‘‘ Ex- 
tracts from documents cited in the pre- 
liminary statement, of which marginal ref- 
erences are therein given, but which are 
not printed in the appendix, together with 
other extracts from Spanish and Dutch 
documents, bearing on the question, will be 
published in a supplementary paper.” 


PAUNCEFOTE WILL STAY. 


Not Called Home to Discuss the Situ- 


ation with Salisbury. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Momentary 
credence was given in England a day or two 
ago tc a statement in The RPirmingham 
Pest that Sir Julian Pauncefote was going 
to London to discuss Venezuelan matters 
with Lord Salisbury, .because that journal 
és the home paper of Joseph Charnberlain 


and is usually supposed to have an inspira- 
tion on colonial matters from the Colonial 
Secretary of the Salisbury Government. 

If there is any truth in the report, how- 
ever, the British Ambassador here is totally 
unaware of it,.and those near him declare 
it to be absurd, in view of the fact that 
just at this moment numerous important 
negotiations between Great Britain and 
the United States are progressing ina way 
that makes compulsory the presence of Sir 
Julian Pauncefote in Washington. 

Among these questions is the convention 
providing for a Bering Sea claims commis- 
sion, which has been before the Senate for 
ratification for over a month. [In this con- 
nection an embarrassment has occurred 
from the fact that the Senate, in executive 
session, authorized changes in the conven- 
tion as agreed upon by Secretary Olney and 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, which it is contended 
embody an inaccurate version of quoted 
passages from the- treaty of arbitration. 
Secretary Olney recently appeared before 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, and, 
it is understood, asked that the original 
wording should be restored. 

Then there is the boundary convention, 
for marking convenient points on the one 
hundred and forty-first meridian in Alaska, 
for which Congress appropriated $75,000 in 
a joint resolution, approved Feb. 20, 1806, 
the understanding being that this work 
ought to be accomplished at the earliest 
possible moment. 

In addition to these matters. 
general arbitration treaty, of Which so 
much is heard and so little is definitely 
known, and the Venezuelan limited arbi- 
tration, which occupies the serious attention 
of both Governments. From none of these 
matters would it be possible for Lord Sal- 
isbury to withdraw Sir Julian, even tempo- 
rarily, without injury to all the great in- 
terests affected, as not one of them is un- 
derstood to have reached a stage where it 
may be left in charge of unfamiliar hands,

NOT DEEMED IMPORTANT, 


The Venezuelan Commission Not Im- 


y pressed by the Changes. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—All the correc- 
tions referred ‘o in the parliamentary paper 
issued to-day refer exclusively to the argu- 
ment usually credited to Sir Frederick Pdllock, 
which covers the first 42 pages of the British 
Blue Book, and do not affect the remaining 
401 pages, to which the Venezuelan Com- 
mission attaches most importance. As al- 
ready stated in these dispatches, Lord Salis- 
bury thinks the corrections materially 
strengthen the British side of the question. 

Prof. Pollock’s argument, while consid- 
ered to be an able advocacy of*the British 
contention as supported by the evidence in 
the Blue Book, has not the same conclysive- 
ness attached to it in Washifgton as .in 
London, and even the Venezuelan Cofhmi- 
sion awaits with more interest the promised 
additions to the evidence to be furnished in 
a supplementary paper. The commission 
is devoting all its time to the study of 
documentary evidence, and does not dwell 
much on opinions, from whatever source 
they may come.

In the resolutions expressing its decision, 
which was unanimous, the Council said: 

The Council would recognize the fact that these 
theoiogical difficulties between the point of view 
held by some members of the church in accord- 
ance with their previous training and habits of 
Christian thought, and the point of view to which 
the new pastor has been led in the course 
of his Biblical studies and by his intense desire 
to preach a living Christ for the life of our own 
time. 

‘We Council further recognizes the fact that, in 
consequence of this difference of mental attitude 
with regard to important truth, the aggrieved 
members of the church in their hearing and 
recollection of some overstrenuous expressions 
of their pastor, have been led to the conclusion 
that his teaching has departed from the essential 
beliefs which are commonly held in our churches. 

The Council kindly bears testimony to the ad- 
mirable spirit and candor, as well as to the clear- 
ness and ability with which the Rev. Mr. Brown 
has presented his views in their hearing; and we 
also witness to his overmastering sense of the 
truth of his message of the divine Christ for 
the life of the world. The Council recognizes the 
difficulty which confronts any intelligent and 
scholarly minister of speaking the truths which 
may be helpful in lifting some minds immersed 
in modern doubt up into clearer light, without 
at the same time disturbing other minds happily 
settled in familiar ways of faith, and we would 
therefore place on record our conviction that the 
needs of both these conditions of mind should 
be borne unceasingly as the burden of the min- 
istry of the world. 

After the reading of the report the Rev. 
Mr. Brown and George T. Marsh, Chairman 
of the minority, shook hands. The latter 
promised that the minority would promptly 
acquiesce in the decision of the Council, 
and that undoubtedly all who had been 
estranged from the church would return to 
the fold.

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OPPONENTS RIDICULE THE CLAIMS 
OF THE OHTO MAN’S FRIENDS, 


The Demonstrations in New-York and 
Minnesota Regarded as Evidences 
of Alarm—The Gold 


Platform Arouses the Silver Re- 


New-York 


publicans—Sécretary Carlisle Not 
Considered an Available Demo- 


cratic Candidate. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The boast of the 
McKinley managers that their man is to 
have the nomination for President “in a 
walk-over” is ridiculed by the friends of 
other candidates, and they point for support 


of their opinion to the extraordinary activ- 
ity of the McKinley men to compel the 
“ spontaneity ” that they are insisting is 
genuine and not to be successfully resisted. 
If, say the anti-McKinley men, it is so 
difficult to prevent the people from rushing 
to McKinley, why was it necessary to get 
up a McKinley demonstration in New-York 
on the eve of the convention that was to 
name Morton? and what was the necessity 
for demonstrating McKinley’s weakness in 
New-York in the way in which it was shown 
by his ill-advised admirers? 

Another instance that has been quoted to 
Skow the anxiety of the McKinley boomers 
is the exhibition given in the Minnesota 
Convention. Senator Davis has been a can- 
didate for a year or more. Everybody, in- 
cluding the McKinley men, has assumed 
that Davis would have the delegation from 
his State, and that it would be glad to 
stand by him as long as his candidacy 
could be kept out of reach of ridicule. If 
McKinley was so strong that he could not 
be beaten in the convention, he certainly 
did mot need to deprive Davis of the dele- 
gates he had a fair right to consider him- 
self entitled to. 

In the face of the confident assertions 
made within a day or two that McKinley 
would have enough and to spare of dele- 
gates, a strenuous effort was made to ob- 
tain the Minnesota votes. Just what the 
argument was that led to the abandonment 
of Davis no Minnesota man is prepared to 
tell. But some insist that if McKinley was 
safe without Minnesota, it would have been 
a graceful, not to say a decent, thing to 
allow the delegates fo have the privilege of 
voting at least once for Senator Davis. 
Then-they could add their votes to the col- 
umn of the‘majority that McKinley is to 
have on the first ballot. 

The New-York Republicans have not con- 
tributed to the comfort of the McKinley 
tribe by the money plank they have adopted. 
It is too strong by contrast with the Ohio 
straddle. Even Ohio men who would like 
to be considered for sound money when 
there are no silver men about, suggest that 
it has too strong a gold ring in it to be ac- 
ceptable to some of the Western brethren. 

It is evident that the convention is Massa- 
chusetts Friday, when a Reed delegation is 
to be named, will be quite as strongly for 
the gold standard as that of the New-York 
Republicans. That, it is understood, is the 
wish of Mr. Reed, who will not ask for any 
equivocal declaration to guide delegates to 
be chosen for him. 

The silver men, Republicans and Demo- 
crats, dislike the New-York platform, Sen- 
ator Jones of Nevada, reasserting the de- 
termination of the silver men to permit 
no other important Jegislation that does 
not carry silver with it, flings the menace 
of a party split at the Republican leaders, 
and insists protection to silver must be 
accepted by the Republicans. Sound-money 
Republicans are insisting that they will 
join with the protection Democrats to 
secure a platform and a candidate who can 
be voted for by free traders and protec- 
ticnists. With those Democrats who are 
beginning to see that protection to silver 
is not a whit less objectionable than pro- 
tection to steel or lead, there is proper 
hesitation. The blind and mischievous de- 
votion of some men to a whimsical faith 
in silver has thrown together two other- 
wise irreconcilable parties, and the Demo- 
crats are a little more for protection than 
the Republicans with whom they find them- 
selves allied. 

Leaders for silver like Senator Vest will 
need to invent a new party shibbolein, like 
** Protection for silver; free trade for every- 
thing else.”’ 

It was stated in these dispatches about 
a fortnight ago that Mr. Carlisle was dis- 
cussed in the Treasury Department as a 
candidate who might be worked for without 
objection from anybody in the Administra- 
tion. Since that announcement other state- 
meats confirmatory of it have been made, 
but they came rather late. Before the 
country had been felt a week it was certain 
that the canvass for Mr. Carlisle was not 
one about which it would be easy to create 
any deep enthusiasm. It has not been easy 
to find a State that-he could carry for the 
convention. It is confidently asserted that 
he could not get the State of Kentucky. 
But, the Carlisle men say, Mr. Cleveland 
could not get his own State of New-York, 
yet he was nominated. All that has been 
said in answer to this remark is that Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle are different. 
Mr. Cleveland commanded two-thirds of 
the delegates from all the States except 
New-York. It would not be safe to assert 
that Mr. Carlisle’s popularity is great 
enough to assure him an equal support 
outside the State of Kentucky. 

Persons in Washington who are scanning 
all State platforms for support of the Con- 
gressional declarations of belligerency have 
not been able to find any encouraging refer- 
ences to Cuba in the New-York Republican 
platform. While Lodge and Morgan are 
stirring things up here they are not being 
supported either in Ohio or in New-York 
and they would like to know the reason’ 
why. 

As a rule the Congress does not care for 
State utterances; they are apt to be con- 
sidered as impertinences. Just now, how- 
ever, when there is a condition of doubt as 
to whether the Senate and the House have 
done the right thing, a little something like 
applause would be extremely grateful and 
strengthening to the men who are fighting 
for Cuba libre—with their mouths. 





SOUTH DAKOTA FOR McKINLEY. 


Pettigrew Forced to Pledge His Ef- 
forts Against Free Silver. 


Huron, 8S. D., March 25.—McKinley swept 
the Republican State Convention to-day. 
There was not a dissenting voice. South 
Dakota’s eight delegates are instructed for 
the Ohio man. 

The big fight of the convention was be- 
tween the silver and sound-money men, 
Senator Pettigrew made a powerful fight 
to prevent any expression on the silver 
question, and made a long argument be- 
fore the Resolutions Committee. The lat. 
ter unanimously reported and the conven- 
tion unanimously adopted the money plank 
of the National platform of 1892. 

The convention also requested each of the 
aspirants for the place of delegate to the 
National Convention to rise, and declare his 


attitude toward silver, and pledge himself 
to not only vote, but to work against free 
coinage at St. Louis. Every one did this, 
including Senator Pettigrew, the latter stat~ 
ing that he bowed to the will of the ma- 
jority. 

Several speakers severely arraigned the 
silver men as. unrepublican and dishonest, 
but not a word was said on the other side. 
The anti-Pettigrew men had _ threatened, 
in case the silver men raised the question, 
to leave Pettigrew at home. The other 
seven delegates held a meeting and pledged 
themselves not to allow Senator Pettigrew 
to be Chairman of the delegation or to be 
on the Credentials or Platform Committees 
at St. Louis or to vote for National Com- 
mitteemen. : 

The convention stood three to one against 
silver, and it was proposed for a time to 
leave Pettigrew off the delegation, but Pet- 
tigrew had threatened in a speech at Sioux 
Falls that his defeat meant a Populistic 
victory, and in the interest of the party 
the opposition leaders decided nat to push 
their. advantage to the limit. 





REED CAPTURES TEXAS, 
A Combination with Allison Negroes 
Proves Effective. 


Austin, Texas, March 25.—The Republic- 
an State Convention last night elected W. 
W. Cuney, the Allison negro leader, tem-~- 
porary Chairman by a vote of 473 to 207 
for A. J. Rosenthal, his McKiniey oppo- 
nent, and then adjourned to to-day. The 
Credentials Committee was not ready to 
report to-day, and no business was trans- 
acted. 

Cuney, in slecting the committees, has 
wholly ignored ihe McKinley men, and Has 
placed William H. McDowell, State Man- 


ager _Reed, at the iis of thé Commit- 
yn dentiais. 
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Cuney combine made up the following slate 
to elect as degelates to the Nationai Con- 
vention to-morrow: D. B. Ferguson, Wright 
Cuney, William M. Makemeson, and A. T.” 
Terrell. The two latter are White, ana 
both originally Reed men; the first two 
are colored, and are for Atlison. ‘There 
is every indication that the slate will go 
through. y 

Up to this afternoon the Cuney combine 
had been willing to accede to the election 
of Chairman Grant of the State Executive 
Committee, a McKinley man, but a caucus 
to-day of McKinley men, called, it was 
said, to discuss the advisability of cutting 
loose from the “ Black and Tan” wing and 
holding an exclusive white convention, de- 
termined the fate of Grant, and he was 
dropped from the list of delegates, and the 
McKinleyites, who Tuesday morning be- 
lieved they would carry the convention 
with a whoop, are entirely left out. 

Knowing ones. here to-night place the 
thirty delegates Texas will send to the Na- 
tional Convention as follows: Reed, 16; Mc- 
Kinley, 8; Allison, 6. 

The Credential Committee to-morrow will 
recommend the seating of no McKinley del- 
egates, and -whatever it reports will be 
adopted. 

The Commiitee on Resolutions to-night 
agreed to report to the convention to-mor- 
row resolutions in favor of sound money 
and a tariff, notwithstanding the idea all 
along has been not to touch on such mat- 
ters.

ALBANY, March 25.--The New-York State

The league was organized in 1894, and is 
made up cf representatives of various mu- 
nicipal reform bodies. The league in 1894 
addressed itself to an endeavor to secure 
certain amendments to the State Constitu- 
tion, particularly an amendment establish- 
ing the- merit system of appointments and 
promotions in ali branches of the public 
Service, and amendments to effect the sep- 
aration of municipal from State and Na- 
tional elections. The amendments are now 
incorporated in the Constitution. 
Delegates were present to-day from the 
City Club of New-York, the Good Govern- 
ment Clubs of New-York, the City Club of 
Troy, the Civie League of Albany, the Citi- 
zens’ Association of Buffalo, the City Vigi- 
lance League of New-York, the Central 
Good Government Club of Binghamton, 
and the Municipal League of Schenectady. 
' rhe honest election party and the Civic 
aeete of Albany and the Central Good 
rovernment Club of Binghamton were ad- 
mitted to membership, delegations being 
present to represent each body. 

The Civil Service bill introduced. by As- 
semblyman William Carey Sanger ‘of 
Oneida County, Which reorganizes the ad- 
ministration of the State civil service and 
Increases the salaries of the State Civil 
Service Cc mmissioners, was thoroughly 
discussed. This is the bill, in its main 
features, which was introduced last year 
in the Legislature as the result of an inves- 
tigation of the State civil service two years 
ago by the sub-committee of thé Senate 
Judiciary Committee. A resolution was 
adopted favoring the bill. 
_ Another resolutions which was 
invites all non-partisan municipal reform 
organizations in this State not now mem- 
bers of the league to join it, with the view of 
securing united action by citizens in favor 
of an improvement in municipal governe- 
ment. The ballot law amendments to the 
bill introduced by Assemblyman William ©. 
Sanger were discussed at length, as well 
as the provisions of the present ballot law.

Many Tournaments Arranged—There 
Wil! Be Two Classes, 


The Board of Governors of the St. Andrew's 
Golt Club at a recent meeting at Delmonico’s 
arranged the programme of club events for the 
coming season. In the system of handicapping 
a new idea was adopted which has already ret 
with favor in several clubs, that of arranging 
the members in classes according to their golfing 
ability.

The golf seasomf at St. Andrew's will open Sat- 
urday, April 18. There will be seven monthly 
handicaps this year, one more than last year. 
In some of them both classes will play together, 
and in others the classes will play separately, 
but the winners, irrespective of class, will play 
as usual in the final match for the Vice Presi- 
dent’s cup.

One Hundred and Four Experts Take’ 


Part in the Big Contest at Elk- 
wood Park—Ten Rounds 
Shot with Thirteen Tied for the 
First Place—The Results of the 
Elkwood Park and Nitro-Powder 
Events, 
One hundred and four pigeon shooters 
fiiced the traps yesterday at Elkwood Park, 
N. J., and began the fourth renewal of the 
Great American Handicap. This big con- 
test is arranged each year by the Inter- 
State Association, and this year it is the 


greatest pigeon-shooting contest that has 
ever been held. There were 109 entries, and 
of these only five failed to face the traps. 
This is a record-breaker as to entries, the 
previous best being 102 for the Monaco 
Grand Prize 

According to the conditions of the Great 
‘American Handicap, $1,000 is to be divided 
among the first three highest scores at the 
finish, and $1,725 will be divided among the 
next fourteen. The entry fee is $25. 

The manager of the shoot had arranged 
matters very nicely, and it was expected 
that the contest would have been finished 
in one day. Several sets of traps were to 
have been in use at the same time at dif- 
ferent parts of the park. This would have 
expedited matters very much, but, unfort- 
unately, the snowstorm which drifted this 
way on Monday and then the thaw upset 
all arrangements. It turned the ground in 
the vicinity of Elkwood Park into a regu- 
lar quagmire. The roads in some places 
are so soft that the carriages that convey 
the shooters from Branehport Station to the 
clubhouse sink in almost to their hubs. It 
is rather hard on the horses, but a perfect 
bonanza to their owners, who have no fixed 
fare, but charge as much as they think it 
safe to ask, 

Only two sets of traps could be used. 
One set was in front of the clubhouse, and 
one in a hollow in front of the grand stand. 
Each marksman had to shoot at both sets 
of traps. They did well at those by the 
clubhouse, but when they went to the 
others they nearly all went to pieces, The 
traps were set in a hollow, with the shooter 
standing on rising ground, the result being 
that they shot over the birds. 

Pigeon shooters always put on queer- 
looking costumes. They nearly all wear 
sweaters, and these are of all colors. It 
would be hard to name all the colors that 
were displayed yesterday. Then their hats 
@re picturesque. Some wear sombreros, 
others alpines, with the brims turned down 
to shade their eyes; a few have the derby, 
laced on their heads at odd angles to 

eep out the sun; some have yachting caps, 
others golf caps,.and a few Tam o’ Shant- 
ers. Every one was freely bespattered with 
mud, but the most peculiar spectacle was 
the faces of the contestants. Several of 
them had rubbed burnt cork on their 
faces, under their eyes, and on their noses. 
They looked like a company of minstrels 
who had become stranded in a place where 
soap and water were scarce, This blacken- 
ing was done to deaden the glare from sun- 
light on the snow, which is a great an- 
neyance to trap shooters. . 

Two conspicuous figures among the crowd 
at the traps were Annie Oakley and Mrs. 
M. FEF. Lindsley. Annie Oakley wore a 
sweater in true pigeon-shooting style. The 
bottom of it was turned up, thus forming 
a pocket, and in this she carried her shells. 


‘Mrs. Lindsley. wore an _attractive-looking 


waist made of tiger’s skin and a broad- 
brimmed felt hat. In the big shoot neither 
did well. Annie Oakley started off with a 
fine kill, bringing down a left quarterer in 
rare style. She missed her second bird; 
killed her third, then missed two more, and 
retired. Mrs. Lindsley did a little better. 
She killed three out of six, one of her birds 
dropping dead over the boundary, 

Before the big shoot began, two events 
started on Tuesday had to be finished. Théy 
were the Elkwood Park Introductory and 
the Nitro Powder Handicap, two class 
shoots. Class shoots are frowned on by a 
number of pigeon shooters because they 
encourage fraud. The prize money is divided 
among the four highest scorers in this way: 
Those making the best scores divide the 
first money, those making the second best 
scores divide the second money, and so on)’ 
it very often happens that several will be 
tied for first placé and only a few for sec- 
ond place. The shrewd shooters watch care- 
fully for such a condition, and it often hap- 
pens that by dropping a bird and getting 
into second or third place they will make 
more money than if they finished with the 
Winners. In the Nitro Powder Handicap 
those who diviued third money got more 
than those who divided second money. 

The Eikwood Park introductory shoot was 
the first event finished. It was a class 
Shoot at ten birds each, and resulted in sev- 
eral ties for each prize. Each competitor 
subscribed $10, and the money was divided, 
40 per cent. to first, 30 to second, 20 to 
third, and 10 to fourth: The first-prize 
money, $292, was divided among thirteen 
men, who killed ten birds each. They were

REV. DR, SATTERLEE CONSECRATED 
WITH CEREMONY AND POMP. 


Calvary Chureh the Scene of Cere- 

- monies Rarely Equaled in Grand- 
eur in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States—Pre- 
siding Bishop Williams Absent 
Through Illness, and His Place 
Taken by Bishop Coxe. 


’ The Rev. Henry Yates Satterlee, D. D., 
rector of Calvary Protestant Episcopal 
Church, was yesterday consecrated as the 
first Bishop of Washington, the new see 
taken from the Diocese of Maryland. 
Calvary Parish Church, at Twenty-first 


Street and Fourth Avenue, was the place of 
consecration. ‘The ceremonial has rarely 
been equaled as an ecclesiastical pageant of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States. 

The edifice has a singularly beautiful in- 
terior, with a wealth of stained-glass win- 
dows, an accumulation of pious donations, 
a chastely artistic altar, and a magnificent 
organ, and the roomy vestry and offices made 
the formation of the consecration procession 
edsy, although in it there were more than 
489 persons, from high dignitaries to chor- 
isters. 

Hundreds of parishioners and friends of 
the Bishop-elect endeavored to obtain ad- 
mission to the church long before the doors 
Were opened, and when admission was per- 
mitted all the seats not reserved for the 
participants ih the ceremonial were filled 
ina quarter of an hour. When the services 
began, the entrance doors had been locked 
for some time. Those who were unable to 
find seats crowded back into the vestibule 
and to the stairs of the gallery. 

The services were of the most impressive 
character, the high ceremonial of consecra- 
tion being elaborate in tne full scope of the 
ritual. The instrumental and vocal music 
was of rare excellence, and the sermon by 
the Right Rev. Frederic Dan Huntington, 
S. T. D., LL. D.. Bishop of Central New- 
York, on “ The Power of the Church in the 
National Life,” held attention by its elo- 
quence and appropriateness. It ended in 
an earnest and hearty exhortation to Bish- 


op Satterlee. -

With the clergy were the Rev. S. Hart, D. 
D., Secretary of the House of Bishops, and 
the Rev. C. L. Hutchins, Secretary of the 
House of Deputies. 

The processional hymn, ‘* When Morning 
Gilds the Skies,’’ was sung when those in 
the procession were taking the pews allotted 
to them. To the Washington clergy were 
given the seats nearest the altar, at the 
left of the aisle. The dignitaries went to 
the altar, the Bishop-elect seating himself 
facing the pulpit. 

The consecration services began at 11 
o'clock and lasted three hours. The Lord’s 
Prayer begen the communion service, and 
the ‘** Kyrie,” by Tallis, and ‘*‘ Gloria Tibi ”’ 
and-‘** Nicene Creed,’’ by Eyre, in E flat, 
were sung by the choir, and the hymn 
“The Church Is Our Foundation” was 
sung py the congregation. 

' Bishop Huntington went to the pulpit to 

reach the sermon from Luke, i.,30-33. The 
ext was from the Gospel for the Feast of 
the Annunciation, and Bishop Huntington’s 
lesson from it was ‘The Power of the 
Church in the Natipnal Life.”” The divine 
majesty of the Saviour’s human birth, he 
said, had in it the pledge and secret power 
of a kingdom among men. As reasonable 
and reverent minds,might expect, the 
proclamation of an event so august, in- 
effable in mortal speech, is attended by su- 
perhuman witnesses and voices. The fore- 
sight of the annunciation looks on to the 
consummation of the Saviour’s ministry. 
Dr. Huntington continued: 

‘ By a natural association the setting up of 
a distinct jurisdiction in Church government at 
the central seat of the lawmaking and law- 
administering power of a nation, suggests some- 
thing more than a likeness between a_ civil 
and a spiritual economy. A chartered society 
of Christian faith and Christian action, planted 
in a capital of political rule, puts side by side 
two of the three permanent institutions of men’s 
social life, the family, the State, the Church, 
Wedlock, law, and worship appear and reappear 
from land to land, from age to age; God’s triple 
ordinance for the training of the race. Whether 
in a rude barbarism or a ripe civilization, the™yest 
Studies of our time find rudiments at least ‘ef 
each of the three to be universal and persistent 
as the race itself. Protection, order, free activ- 
ity, expanding energy, are ideas stamped upon 
them in their origin, wrought into them in their 
principles, unfolded in their history. So much is 
to .be remembered in observing, 
occasion bids us, the relation of the Christian 
faith to public character; of a spiritual ministry 
to the common conduct and interests of a people, 

It is impressive to see how by His historic 
providence God honors a nation. The Church is 
greater than a nation, because Catholicity com- 
prehends nationalty, as His Gospel is given to 
gnake glad every continent and island alike. 
Yet how evidently He confirms the household of 
faith byw traits appearing everywhere in the 
civic economy which, in credit and sacredness, 
He places next to the religious; such as contin- 
uity, unity is diversity, mutual sacrifice, obedient 
subordination. 

The phases shift. The type survives. Each 
guccessive dispensation takes up into itself the 
vital element of the foregoing. This Nation of 
ours is less compact at present than the later 
Israel, but if its territorial length and breadth 
should dissipate its conscious oneness, it abjures 
its birthright and retracts its own confession, 
sealed and stamped with its own blood ond 
tears. 

Now, when mora! poison corrodes the roots of 
@ country’s character, when moral cowardice 
emasculates its civic manhood, when greediness 
snatches the spoils of a faint-hearted and fleeing 
patriotism, when craft and cupidity set up at 
-the doors of Legislatures their markets, where 
offices of trust and the people’s rights are bought 
and sold in a merchandise as guilty as that 
which Christ scourged in the temple, how can 
His servants entrench too firmly at its centre 
the power of His kingdom and its righteousness. 
» Nothing in an Apostolate like this, remember, 
eonfuses in least the two domains, the policy 
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in its inherent impossibility. of State esti 
in the United States, native imported, co 
only be created after a subversion of the whole 
system of both Government and manners, and 
that only after an extinction, radical and com- 
plete, of the spirit and the principles which 
gave the Republic its origin and its shape. What 
is wanted is not an American Christianity, but 
a Christian America. Christian character has a 
type, and mold of its own, not of race or cli- 
mate, not Anglo-Saxon, not Latin, but primitive 
and Apostolic. 

In conclusion, Bishop Huntington said, 
turning to the Bishop-elect: 

The Bishop of Washington will be, a patriot. 
What mixed and motley multitudes will come 
and tarry and go, guests from many lands, pro- 
fessors of all religions and of none, outlandish 
theorists, captains of enterprise, dreamers, de- 
structionists, reformers, some seeking spiritual 
rest and finding none. Whether they seek or not, 
our part is to provide that if they seek they 
shall find what He who knew all that is in 
man has provided, not a propaganda of occult 
stratagems, but an open ministry of righteous- 
ness and truth, a ministry patterned after the 
evangelists and Apostles, having a_ legislative 
plan outlined in the Republic itself, joined in the 
faith confessed with the great communions 
abroad and in sacraments ordained of Christ, 
abiding by His appointment in word and act, 
abating nothing in its worship from the earliest 
and scriptural devo.ion, borrowing nothing from 
the pageants or embellishments of barbaric spec- 
tacles, too jealous of the primitive purity not 
to protect it against superstition, too true to 
Catholicity to violate its sympathies or cast its 
statues in iron, veneruting all that it finds 
true in the past, awake and alive to all that is 
religiously scund and strenuous in the pr.sent, de- 
termined to know and do only the will of God, 
in the enlarging National life that is to come. 

It is right, my dear brother—it is not only right, 
put it is honoring your Commander—that you 
should take up your heavy load with a light 
heart, and go to your sacrificial toil with joyful 
steps. Our desire for you is that the Valley of 
Achor, through which you have been walking 
with your flock here for many weeks, may be 
to you a Door of Hope. Your setting apart is 
not by the ‘‘ dead hand’ of a moral operation 
but by appointment given by your Saviour on 
the Ascension Mount, in the succession of an 
inexhaustible grace. Your welcome will be by 
friends and fellow-laborers, who already under- 
stand the duties and prize the privilege of their 
ehurchly inheritance. 

Sometimes in the midst of them you will feel 
vourself to be in a wilderress, and as much a 
missionary as the Missionary Bishop of Olympia 
or Montana or Utah, Some men have an instinct 
of the future, and you are one of them. That 
puts on you the task of not only foreseeing that 
future, but of opening and entering it. Re- 
member that whatever of fair promise is in these 
sanguine ‘‘ times,’’ God's providence has put 
there, not man’s wits without Him. Resist all 
beguiling and sentimental exactions. Leave be- 
hind everything that exhausted its usefulness in 
conditiong that are gone never to return, : 

What limitations lie in your path you will 
soon see, and never be suffered: to forget. Be 
sure that God sees them, too, and that, in 
spite of them, you will nevertheless live and 
labor in the wide liberty of your Father’s house. 
some of your dearest plans will fail; your 
furthest foresight will come short, your most 
disinterested aspirations will be baffled. Not- 
withstanding, they are safe in the purpose of & 
safer Providence than yours, With all the gifts 
heaven has lent you, you will look on some 
emajl congregations, and then you may think 
of the ancient pastor, who said to an impatient 
young priest, ‘My son, the day will come 
when the least of your anxieties will be that 
you have too few souls to answer for before the 
Judge.’’ Your hand, perhaps your heart, will 
tremble. He whose angel cf promise said, * Fear 
not,’ to the mother of the Lord, Son of the 
Highest, has spoken in His strength, by His 
angel of comfort, to every true workman, a 
you work, there shall be failure, for of this 
King’s kingdom there shall be no end.’’ 

The hymn ‘*“ Thou Didst Leave Thy 
Throne and Thy Kingly Crown’ was sung, 
and the ceremony of consecration began. 
Dr. Satterlee, vested with his rochet, was 
presented by Bishops Leonard and Dudley 
to Bishop Coxe, who was seated at the 
altar, and the ritual for consecration was 
proceeded with by the demand for testimo- 
nials and the reading of the certificate of 
election, canonical testimonial, and consents 
of the standing committees and Bishops. 
This was followed by the promise of con- 
formity by the Bishop-elect, the singing of 
the litany by the choir, the examination, 
and the complete robing of the candidate. 

After the singing of Stainer’s anthem, “O 
That Birth Forever Blessed,’’ by the choir, 
and ‘*Come, Holy Ghost, Our Souls In- 
spire,’”’ by the presiding Bishop and choir, 
came the ceremony of imposition of hands, 
the presiding Bishop and Bishops laying 
their hands on the head of the Bishop-elect 
as he knelt before them, Bishop Coxe giv- 
ing the admonition: 

Receive the Holy Ghost for the office and work 
of a Bishop in the Church of God, now committed 
unto thee by the imposition of our hands; in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen, And remember that thou 
stir up the grace of God, which is given thee by 
this imposition of our hands; for God hath not 
given us the spirit of fear; but of power, and 
love, and soberness. 

The consecration ended with the presen- 
tation of the Bible to Bishop Satterlee, 

The Holy Communion was then par- 
taken of by the celebrants, the new 
Bishop, and the dignitaries, and the receipts 
of an offertory will be devoted to the Bishop 
of Washington’s Fund. During the com- 
munion service Martin’s anthem, ‘‘O Jesu, 
King of Paradise,’ the Doxology, Eyre’s 
Sanctus in E flat, and ‘‘ Now,.O Father,”’ 
and Gloria in Ecelsis, were sung. Bishop 
Satterlee gave the benediction. The re- 
cessional hymns were ‘The Son of God 
Goes Forth to War” and ‘‘O Mother, Dear 
Jerusalem.” 

Nearly every family having pews or seats 
in the church was represented. Of Bishop 
Satterlee’s kinsfolk those who saw him con- 
secrated were Walter Satterlee, Edward R. 
Satterlee, Dr. and Mrs. F. Le Roy Satterlee, 
Mrs. Henry Yates Satterlee, Miss Constance 
Satterlee, Miss Madeline Satterlee, and Mrs. 
W. H. Willis. 

The officers of the parish who were pres- 
ent were: Wardens—James J. Goodwin, S. 
P. Babcock; Vestrymen—D. M. Huntington, 
J. Wendell, O. G. Barton, F. W. Rhine- 
lander, Spencer Aldrich, John Le Boutillier, 
Abram S. Hewitt. and George Zabriskie; 
Treasure—W. J. Clark; Delegates to the 
Archdeaconry—J. G. Floyd, 8S. A. Blatch- 
ford, and C. J..

After the church services a lunch was 
served in the rectory to the Washington 
clergymen and laymen, and the Bishops and 
others of the consecrating party. 

Bishop Satterlee will assume charge of his 
diocese in a few days. He received many 
tributes of affection and regret from his 
parishioners, but nothing touched or pleased 
him more than an illuminated tablet with 
the verses: 

The call has sounded and the call constraineth 
The called to follow where it points the way; 
Ihe Voice Divine hath spoken—there remaineth 

No course save one—to rise and to obey. 


Though to thy people and to the calling 
With sense of separation and of loss, 

Comes heavily on hearts and parish falling, 
Summons to bear an unexpected cross; 


Yet God has called; we would not make our part- 
ing 
Dark with regret and sorrowful with tears; 
But keep this consecrated time of starting, 
A hallowed memory for after years. 


O friend, the love of every heart possessing; 

O priest, who nobly all the way has trod; ~ 
O Bishop, bend upon us with thy blessing, 

Depart rejoicing, thou beloved of God. 

Impressive services were held last even- 
ing in Calvary Church on the Feast of the 
Annunciation. Bishop Satterlee officiated. 
He was assisted by the Rev. F. B. Howden, 
the Rev. G. R. Atkinson, and the Rev. Scott 
McCook, the three assistant rectors at Cal- 
vary, and the Rev. William Stanley Emery 
and the Rev. William Emery Henkle, rector 
and assistant rector, respectively, of Cal- 
vary Chapel, in Twenty-third Street. The 
Zev. George C. Gross, the Rev. William 
Belden and the Rev. Mr. Thomas also as- 
sisted in the confirmation services. 

The edifice was crowded to the doors when 
the 150 confirmants ‘rose and stood before 
the altar. Nearly half the class was from 
the Twenty-third Street chapel. In the 
number were six Armenians. The order of 
service for confirmation was used. 

Bishop Satterlee preached a short but 
impressive sermon on “The Prodigal 
Son.” It was the last sermon he will preach 
here until Good Friday, when he will come 
from Washington to officiate at the servy- 
ices in Calvary Church, in Easter week. 
As his appearance last evening was in the 
nature of a farewell, nearly the whole con- 
gregation remained after the benediction to 
speak a parting word to him. 

Bishop Satterlee practically begins work 
at Washington next Sunday, when he will 
confirm three classes there. 





Will Contest Admiral Walke’s Will. 


Henry A. Walke, a clerk in the Bureau of 
Water Rates, Brooklyn, will contest the will of 


his father, Admiral Henry Walke, who died 
March 8, upon the ground of undue influence. 
The will contains a clause in which it is stated 
that, as the Admiral had helped Henry during 
his life, he did not think it was necessary that 
Henry should receive any part of the estate, ex. 
cept a gold watch. 

The estate is valued at $14,000. Walke said 
he hesitated to make the contest, but he felt that 
he owed it as a duty to himself, and that he was 
proud of his family, and wanted, above all 
things, to prove his independence. The case 
will come up in the Surrogate’s Court Monday. 





To Aid Its Gratuity Fund. 


Members of the Produce Exchange voted yester- 
day on amendments proposed a fortnight ago 
for the benefit of the Gratuity Fund.

On motion of Prof. Boskowitz, Dean of 
the college, the convention adopted a res- 


olution that public officials, departments, 
and boards be requested to adopt such 
rules and regulations as will provide for 
the appointment. of physicians to public 
hospitals and institutions upon civil serv- 
ice examinations only, and for the admis- 
sion of all physicians holding the license 
or indorsement of the State Board of Re- 
gents to competition in such examinations 
without regard to the schools of medicine 
they represent. 

The convention indorsed, on motion of 
Dr. Liston of Albany, the Regents’ bill, 
which has just become a law. The Stanch- 
field bill was denounced as vicious. 

The Black River District Eclectic Med- 
ical Society, the Brooglyn Academy of Hc- 
lectic Medicine, and the West Side Medical 
Society of this city were suspended from 
membership in the State organization be- 
cause they had not reported to the State 
society for the last two years. 

The afternoon session, which began at 
2:30 o'clock, was devoted to the reading 
of essays on medical and surgical subjects. 

Dr. E. B. Foote talked about the As cle- 
pias tuberosa, or pleurisy root. He gave 
the history of the adoption of the root into 
medical practice, described its properties, 
and praised its virtues. He said he had 
found it useful in ajilaying inflammation. 

Mrs. Mary Willis discussed the paper of 
Dr. Foote. “I have gone to the woods,” 
she said, ‘‘ where I have dug the root, made 
it into a decoction, and have filled the chil- 
dren in my house full of it, always with 
good results.” She was applauded. 

Dr. W. R. Hayden sent a monograph on 
“The Action of Medicine.’”” He denounced 
the anti-pyretics, or coal tar products, as 
very dangerous to health. He said they 
had killed more people than opium. He 
scored the German school for introducing 
the coal tar products into medical practice, 
and declared that the anti-pyretics were 
characterized by their tendency to lessen 
the flow of nerve force from the brain. Dr. 
Hayden also attacked antitoxine, the new 
remedy for diphtheria. He prophesied it 
would go into the same grave with the Koch 
lymph. é 

Dr. Byron Clark said that phenacctin was 
the worst of all the coal tar products, for 
the reason that it produced such a strong 
depressing effect on the patient. As for 
some of the other anti-pyretics, he had not 
found them particularly harmful, and was 
not prepared to join with Dr. Hayden in 
such a sweeping denunciation of this whole 
class of remedies. 

Dr. Clark came out strongly against the 
present method of teaching childre: in the 
public schools. He declared that the chil- 
dren were literally crammed to death. One 
child out of every five, he said, was ruined 
by the publie-schoo! curriculum. 

“The children,” he said, ‘should not be 
taught more than two branches of study at 
a time, and they should finish these before 
they take up any others. I would not even 
advise that a child be taught three branches 
at one time. The memory is confused, the 
brain injured. It is ridiculous to cram 
seven kinds of knowledge into a little one’s 
head at once. Of all the books I studied 
in my school days there were just four that 
made a lasting impression on me. They 
were spelling, geography, anatomy, and 
‘Locke on the Human Understanding.’ 
These four books have done me more good 
than anything else I ever studied. They 
alone have staid by me.” ’ { 

Dr. Clark-cited the case of a little girl in 
Williamsport, Penn., who was reduced to 
a condition of physical and nervous pros- 
tration by too many studies. He said there 
was a public-school teacher in Williamsport 
who seemed to infuse extraordinary enthu- 
siasm for study into his pupils, to such an 
extent that they would pore over their 
multitude of books until 9 o’clock at night. 
The result was, Dr. Clark said, an unusual 
number of cases of eye diseases, epilepsy, 
and nervous troubles among the Williams- 
port children. 

Dr. Clark said he personally knew of two 
typhoid fever patients who were killed by 
the use of phenacetin. 

Dr. Meyer gave an illustrated lecture on 
deposits from the kidneys. 

Dr. Sallie Jager read an essay on the 
Passifiora incarnati, or pession flower, the 
medicinal virtues of which she highly ex- 
tolled. She said it was especially efficacious 
in-the treatment of insomnia and nervous- 


ness, 

Prof, E. M. Munsey of Brooklyn talked 
about “ Orificial Surgery.”’ 

The delegates to the convention were 
much interested in a display of emulsion of 
cod liver oil, made in one corner of the hall 
by Scott & Bowne of this city. 

The State society gave a dinner last night 
at the Hotel Savoy. Dr. Tiel, the President 
of the organization, occupied the seat at 
the head of the table. Among the guests 
were Albert Frank, Alderman Good- 
man, Alderman Parker, Dr. Borden, Presi- 
dent of the New-Jersey State Eclectic Med- 
ical Society; Drs. Spencer, Allen, and For- 
bush of Massachusetts, Dr. Clews of Wash- 
ington, Penn.; Dr. O. W. Sutton, Mayor of 
Bath, N. Y.; Dr. W. J. Whitney of Una- 
dilla, N. Y¥.; Dr. M. Nichols of Worcester, 
N. Y., and Dr, E. M. Manwaren of Oswego. 

Prof. George W. Boskowitz, Dean of the 
Eclectic Medical College of the City of New- 
York, was toastmaster. He said that all 
eclectic physicians felt proud of the posi- 
tion achieved by the college in this city. 
“We are not richly endowed financially,” 
he said, ‘‘ but we have a Faculty possessed 
of energy and courage that has been able 
success win to educate our students. The 
law requiring a certain preliminary stand- 
ard ham in no way interfered with our 
classes.”’ 

President Tiel responded to the toast 
“Our State Society,” which he said was 
very ee: Prof. W. E. Blowyer of 
Cincinnati spoke to the toast ‘The Na- 
tional Eclectic Medical Association,” of 
which he is the President.

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Mrs. Bachrach Wants $10,000 Assigned 
by Her Husband to Mrs. Dutcher. 


The trial of an action brought by 
Elizabeth K, Bachrach, widow and 
administratrix of Henry B. Bachrach, 
against Fannie Ogden Dutcher and the 
New-Netherlands Life Insurance Company 
to recover the proceeds of two policies of 
$5,000 ‘each in the company, was begun 
yesterday before Justice Andrews, in Spe- 
cial Term, Part V., of the Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Dutcher is a very pretty woman, 
and is a teacher in the Sunday school of 
the Rev. Dr. Juhn Hall’s church. She lives 
at 303; West Eighty-second Street. 

Mrs.* Bachrach asked the Court to order 
the New-Netherlands Life Insurance Com- 
pany, impleaded as a defendant, to pay 
the amount of the two five-thousand-dollar 
policies to her as administratrix. Her coun- 
sel told Justice Andrews that the insur- 
ance company had turned over the $10,000 


of insurance money in dispute between the 
two women to the City Chamberlain, to 
abide the result of the suit. The company, 
he said, appeared as a disinterested third 
party. 

Mrs. Dutcher alleges that Bachrach as- 
signed the policies to her. She admitted 
that the consideration for the assignment 
was only $1. Bachrach, who died on Nov. 

1895, was separated from his wife two 
years after their marriage, which took 
place in 1891. His wife secured the separa- 
tion on the ground of desertion. . : 

W. S. Keiley, who appeared for Mrs 
Bachrach, said that, as he had no other 
witness, he would be obliged to call Mrs. 
Dutcher to the witness stand. She testi- 
fied that Bachrach boarded with her for 
a short time. She said she charged him 
less than half what his board was really 
worth, as she saw he was a man of culture, 
and thought he would entertain her invalid 
husband. He sent her flowers and maga- 
zines, she testified, and once took her to 
the theatre, where they were chaperoned 
by her mother. She knew he wags sep- 
arated from his wife, and her husband 
knew about the presents of flowers. 

When Bachrach gave her more expensive 
presents she returned them. She said that 
Mrs. Bachrach brought her child to see its 
father on Saturday afternoons. Quarrels, 
she said, were frequent between the Bach- 
rachs, and their child screamed as long as 
he was in the house. 

‘““What money did you ever give Mr. 
Bachrach for the assignment of the in- 
surance policies?’’ asked Mr. Keiley. 

After considerable discussion, Mrs. Dutch- 
er answered: ‘‘I gave him only the legal 
consideration—$1. did so, I suppose, in 
order to make the assignment more legal.’’ 

“ Afterward you wrote to Mr. Bachrach 
and asked him to lend you $200, telling him 
you would pay 8 per cent. interest?”’ 

*“* Yes; temporarily—for a week or two.” 

“Yet you say you had plenty of money 
with which to run your house.” ; 

“ Certainly,’’ said Mrs. Dutcher. 

“But you were temporarily embarrassed 
at that time?” 

“For a week, 
plenty of money.”

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TUG AND TRANSPORT IN COLLISION. 


The Smaller Boat Damaged and Sunk 
and the Captain Hurt. 


Through a misunderstanding of signals 
a collision occurred in the East River, off 
Market Street, yesterday morning, which 
resulted in the sinking of a tug and the 
serious injury of the Captain. 

The tug was the Willie, owned by the 
Delaware and Raritan Canal Company and 
in the employ of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. The craft in collision was the New- 
York and New-Haven car transport Ex- 
press, one of the fastest steamboats in the 
harbor. The Express was bound up the 
East River for Mott Haven, 

The tug was coming down on the New- 
York side. The revenue cutter Manhattan 
was also coming down the river, nearer 
the Brooklyn shore. Reports’are somewhat 
conflicting concerning the signals. The 
ilot of the Express said that he gave one 
whistle, indicating his intention of holding 
his course between the two smaller boats. 
Capt. Henry Dunham of the tug thought 
the signal was two whistles, and he steered 
the tug across the transport’s bow, think- 
ing she was about to turn to round Cor- 
lears Hook. When it was too late he saw 
his mistake. 

The Express struck the tug’s bow, cut- 
ting it nearly off ten feet from the stem 
and smashing the pilot house. The boats 
swung apart, and it was then discovered 
that the tug was still under steam. Her 
engineer, E. Cosgrove, had .rushed from the 
engine room without shutting off steam. 
The Captain meantime had been pinned be- 
tween the wheel and the-side or the pilot 
house. His left arm had been broken, two 
ribs were fracturedy and his upper lip was 
cut. The shock had rendered him uncon- 
scious. Tne craft pursued an _ erratic 
course down stream. The revenue cutter 
and several other tugs put after her. 

The tug Comet at length got a line 
aboard and headed for Pier 10, while the 
Manhattan took off the crew. The Cap- 
tain was with difficulty rescued before the 
wrecked tug, which had been continually 
settling by the head, plunged down into 
fifty feet of water a dozen yards off Pier 11. 

Tne tug Fred B. Dalzell picked up the 
pilot house, which had floated free when 
the Willie sank, and the Katie D. recov- 
ered the tug’s lifeboat. It was said that 
the strong eob tide contributed to the ac- 
cident. 

Capt. Dunham was 
Government pier, at the Battery, by Dr.

His condition was ccnsidered precarious. 
He refused to go to the hospital, and was 
taken home in a carriage. He is seventy- 
four years old and has been-in the employ 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad forty years.

DEPARTMENT STORES RETALIATE, 





Silversmiths Indicted on Charges of 
Not Selling “ Sterling ” Wares. 


Several jewelry and silversmith firms in 
this city were indicted by the Grand Jury 
yesterday at the instance of a number of 
department-store proprietors on charges of 
selling a& “ sterling’”’ silverware articles in- 
ferior to the “sterling” standard required 
by law. This action by the complain- 
ants is taken in retaliation for similar 


charges which the present defendants made 
against them last May, and is simply an- 
other step in the fight which has been 
waged between the two rival interests for 
a long while. 

The most important witness who appeared 
before the Grand Jury against the silver 
jobbers was H. G. Torrey of the United 
States Assay Office, in Wall Street. Other 
witnesses were E. W. Bloomingdale and 
Oscar Seisel of Bloomingdale Brothers. 

In response to the indictments, Delos Mc- 
Curdy, who represents the accused firms, 
appeared in Part I. of the Court of General 
Sessions and entered for each defendant a 
plea of not guilty, with permission to with- 
draw it and interpose a demurrer on 
Wednesday next. The indicted dealers were 
paroled in Lawyer McCurdy’s custody. 

The penalty on conviction for the offense 
charged against the defendants is $500. 
“Sterling’’ silverware is .925 pure silver, 
and. to stamp as ‘sterling’’ silverware 
which will not stand that test is a misde- 
meanor. 

The cases which were brought against the 
department-store owners nearly a year ago 
have not yet been tried. 





PLEADS THE GAMING ACT. 


George Law Sued for $16,000, Whicb 
May Have Been Lost at Faro. 


The action of George N. Morgan against 
George Law, President of the Eighth Ave- 
nue Railroad Company, for a claim of $16,- 
000, which Morgan says he loaned to 


Law Nov. 1, 1892, was placed on the Su- 
preme Court calendar yesterday. 

In his complaint Morgan alleges that 
during a game of faro with Law he ad- 
vanced the money to Law for whatever 
purpose he wished to use it, with the un- 
derstanding that it should be repaid to him 
on demand; that he has demanded it, and 
that Law has repudiated the debt. 

The defendant’s answer to the complaint 
is brief, but comprehensive. Mr. Law de- 
nies the plaintiff’s allegations; says he has 
no knowledge or recollection of any debt to 
Morgan, and then says that “if any sum’ 
whatever was won from this defendant at 
any game by lot or chance, the same was 
so won in violation of the statutes of the 
State of New-York, in regard to betting 
and gaming, and is not a lawful or valid 
claim against the defendant,” and as a 
defense to any claim of Morgan he pleads 
the statutes against betting and gaming. 

Morgan is the man who first brought 
James J, Corbett to New-York, and has 
been actively identified with sports for a 
number of years. 

George Law is a millionaire, and a well- 
known man about town. 

Morgan’s counsel in this suit is ex-Judge 
George M. Curtis, who refused yesterday 
to discuss his cHent’s case. John Hardy 
of 265 Broadway is counsel for Mr. Law.

Before Mayor Strong. 


Mayor Strong threw as much cold water 
as he could yesterday on the plan of the 
Trustees of the New-York Public Library 
to acquire the Fifth Avenue reservoir, in 
Bryant Park,-as a site and to have the city 
erect a suitable building thereon. 

The were 
against the expenditure of any city money 
at the present time or until his term of of- 
fice had expired, because he thought that 
prospective expenditures by the city on ob- 
jects that he deemed absolutely necessary 
were already as large. as the city could 
bear. Ultimately an agreement was reached 
by the Mayor and the library Trustees that 
the Trustees should push a bill in the pres- 
ent Legislature giving the city power to 
grant them the reservoir as the site for a 
library building, but that no grant for the 
building should be sought in this bill. 

The Trustees, in to this pro- 
gramme, expressly disclaimed any intention 
of being content with anything less than 
the erection of a suitable library building 
by the city. 

The Trustees of 
Library, Astor, Lenox, 
tions, present yesterday 
Mayor's office were John 
dent; Bishop Potter, First Vice President; 
John S. Kennedy, Second Vice President; 
George L. Rives, Secretary; Edward King, 
Treasurer; Dr. Henry Drisler, Stephen H. 
Olin, Frederick Sturges, and Lewis Cass 
Ledyard. Dr. John S. Billings, the director 
ef the New-York Public Library, was also 
present. 

President Bigelow said he appeared in be- 
half of the Trustees of the New-York Pub- 
lic Library, who wanted to confer a great 
favor on the city. They wished to endow 
the city with a great library. Some gifts 
were costly to the recipient of them, and all 
gifts in some way had their conditions. 
The terms upon which the Trustees of the 
New-York Publie Library were willing to 
give the city this heritage were simple and 
easy of accomplishment. All that the city 
had to do ih return was to give a suitable 
shelter and site to contain these books. 

Such an act of munificence, Mr. Bigelow 
continued, was the more due from the city 
because the past record of the city had been 
remarkably barren in this respect, for it 
had not done all that it should, either 
independently or when contrasted with the 
action of other and smaller cities in this 
country. Mr. Bigelow concluded his address 
by handing the Mayor a copy of the inemo- 
vial which the Trustees of the New-York 
Public Library had drawn up. 

The memorial was then read by George 
L. Rives, Secretary to the Trustees. It was 
in part as follows: 

The annual income of the corporation at the 
present time is about $160,000. This amount will 
eventually be somewhat increased by the sale of 
property now unproductive, including one or both 
of the present library buildings. On -the other 
haud,.the income will be. reduced, if the corpora- 
tion is compelled, from its own funds, to erect 
a suitable building. 

The expenses of such a reference library as 
must be maintained will be necessarily very 
large. In order to complete and maintain the 
present collections, an outlay of not less than 
$50,000 a vear is necessary. In addition, large 
sums must be expended, as opportunity offers, to 
fill up the numerous existing gaps. The Astor 
and Lenox Libraries are now kept open during 
the hours of. daylight only; but the cost of 
maintenance and administration, including re- 
pairs, heating, lighting, cleaning, cataloguing, 
&c., will amount to $75,000 a year~and this 
cost will increase with the increase of the col- 
lections. If the libraries are to be kept open 
during the evening, there will be a further in- 
crease in the cost of administration. 

A table was presented, showing the 
amount expended by the authorities of this 
city for library work, as compared with 
some other cities in this country. Spring- 
field, Mass., headed the list. The population 
was taken on the 1890 figures. In that city 
the public library income of $25,000 meant 
$565.88 income per 1,000 of population. Bos- 
ton came next with an\income per 1,000 of 
population of $379.06; Pecria, Ill., was third. 
This city was last in a list of twenty. Its 
population in 1890 was cited as 1,515,301; 
public library income, $40,000; income per 
1,000 of population, $26.39. Further, the 
memorial says: 

If the City of New-York will furnish a 
proper site and provide the means to erect 
thereon a suitable building for the purposes of 
the New-York Public Library, excluding for the 
present the requirements of branch libraries or 
Gelivery stations other than ‘those now con- 
trolled by the Free Circulating Library, then the 
New-York Public Library can, through the sale 
of its present sites, obtain such an addition to 
its funds as will justify it in providing) for the 
circulation of books from its main building. 
If further funds can be supplied from private 
benefaction or otherwise, sufficient to establish 
and maintain an adequate number of branches 
fof circulation, it is certain that the City of 
New-York can and will have a free public library 
on the broadest and most comprehensive plan. 

Should the suggestion of the Trustees be favor- 
ably received, no site within the control of the 
city could accomplish the ends in view as well 
as that of the reserypir upon Fifth Avenue, be- 
tween Fortieth and orty-second Streets. 

On this site it will be possible to erect a li- 
brary building, dignified, ample in size, visible 
from all sides, with uninterrupted light, free 
from all danger of fire, in no respect encroach- 
ing upon the existing Bryant Park, and which 
will be an ornament to the city. The park area 
would indeed be increased by substituting a li- 
brary building for the reservoir. The reservoir 
measures 455 feet by 420 feet. A library build- 
ing 350 feet by 300 feet would offer all the ac- 
commodations which the most sanguine would 
probably think it wise at present to provide, 
an@ even this would leave a margin of more than 
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100 feet on the avenue and more than 50 feet 
on each side street, to be laid out with grass 
and shrubbery. The city would then have no 
quarter more inviting. . The iibrary would in 
efiect bring the park to Fifth Avenue, while re- 
ciprocal!y, the park would add enormously to the 
en. security, and usefulness of the 

ibrary. . 

In order to afford the city and the public the 
opportunity of determining whether they will 
now have such a great, well-equipped, and really 
popular library, for the benefit of ali the people, 
the Board of Trustees of the New-York Public 
Library hereby respectfully apply to the city 
authorities for their approval of such legisiation 
as will enable the city to grant to this corpo- 
ration, by some permanent tenure, 'a proper site 
for its library building and such funds as may 
be necessary to enable this corporation to con- 
struct and equip its building thereon; and that 
the site of the present reservoir on Fifth Avenue, 
between Fortieth and Forty-second Streets, be 
granted for that purpose, if compatible with 
the public interest. 

After the memorial had been read,. Bishop 
Potter, addressing the Mayor, said it was 
seldom that a body wanting anything from 
the city came to it with both hands full. 
A great piece of work'had already been 
done by the consolidation of the libraries, 
insuring, as it did, a pledge of very great 
library service. 

In the united judgment, said Bishop Pot- 
ter, of a body of citizens who-were en- 
titled to a respectful consideration from 
the civic authorities and to the confidence 
of their fellow-citizens, the Bryant Park 
site was the best place for a great public 
library, and the city was ‘entitled to make 
provision for the proper housing of such a 
great public benefaction as the iibrary 
would surely become. 

It seemed to Bishop Potter a providential 
fact. that there should be a structure in 
Forty-second Street—a reservoir—which 
could be removed without hurt to make 
way for a public library. The object of 
the reservoir was to feed the life of the 
people. The object of a great library was 
to act as a reservoir. to feed the intellectual 
life of the people. ; 

Boston, Bishop Potter continued, had 
paid out $2,500,000 for its public library. 
Chicago had ppent $1,500,000 for a= site. 
Should the Mayor’s action be favorable to 
the petition of the Trustees, Bishop Potter 
felt sure that the citizens would ratify it. 

“The more you can bring the people to 
the sources of knowledge,’’ concluded Bish- 
op Potter, impressively, ‘‘ the sounder will 
be that great body of public opinion which 
in the last analysis rules cities and em- 
pires.” 

Mayor Strong began his reply by saying 
that he did not know whether the scheme 
was feasible or not. If an act were passed 
taking away the reservoir, he was not sure 
that it would not areuse vehement oppo- 
sition, as it did.before. He had -had a let- 
ter from an engineer, saying that the re- 
moval of the reservoir would be a great 
detriment to the city. 

Lewis Cass Ledyard, one of the Trust- 
ees, interrupted the Mayor long enough 
at this point to say that the site, with the 
reservoir included, had already been grant- 
ed to the Trustees of the Tilden bequest, 
and that the only thing against the ac- 
quisition of the site by the Tilden trust- 
ees up to their consolidation with the Trust- 
ees of the Astor and Lenox libraries, was 
an act passed subsequently, which prevént- 
ed the removal of the present City Hall to 
that site. 

Mayor Strong began to raise objections 
in a more positive tone. He said that 
an immediate expenditure of $10,000,000 was 
necessary on grounds of public health, and 
in caring for the unfortunates. Bills for 
new sites for schoolhouses, appropriating 
$4,500,000, had already passed. At that 
moment appropriations over and above or- 
dinary city expenditure for $19,060,000 were 
likely to be brovght forward for his ap- 
proval, and he challenged any gentleman 
in the room to veto a single item in that 
immense sum. Then there was an East 
River Bridge to be built, for which the 
city would have to pay $3,500,000, and 
the north side was crying out for more 
money to be spent on the city’s new 
parks. 

A library building, the Mayor continued, 300 
by 350 feet, and proportioned to the great- 
ness and wealth of the city, would not 
cost less than $2,000,000. This would bring 
up the total extraordinary appropriations 
for 1896 and 1897 to $22,000,000, and he, for 
his part, stood aghast at the magnitude 
of the sum. Frankly, he was not in favor 
of the expenditure of any of the city’s 
money for the erection of a library be- 
fore the end of 1897 at the earliest. It 
struck him that the Trustees of the New- 
York Library had an unfortunate reputa- 
tion as béing: very ‘rich. If he were in 
their place, he would apply to the present 
Legislature for the site, without asking 
for any grant for the erection of a build- 
ing. 

After some discussion, the Trustees agreed 
to the Mayor's proposition as the first step 
in the right direction.

CAPT. DEVERY’S DEFENSE 





WITNESSES TESTIFY FOR HIM IN 


HIS TRIAL FOR EXTORTION. 


_—<~ 


An Effort Made to Show that Mr. Sea- 
grist’s Testimony Was a “ Series 
of Mistakes "—The Police Captain 
Said to Have Been at a Fire with 
ex-Inspector Williams at the Time 
the Builder Declares He Paid $100 
as a Bribe. 


The trial of Police Captain William S. 
Devery, charged by Francis W. Seagrist, 
Jr., the builder, with extortion, was de- 
layed for a short time yesterday morning 
in the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court by the non-arrival of: Justice Smyth. 


The Justice did not take his seat on the 
bench whtil 10:45 o’clock. 

Emanuel Friend immediately asked that 
a day be set for the trial of Police Captain 
Seibert. District Attorney Fellows said it 
would be impossible to fix an earlier date 
than to-morrow. 

Col. E. C. James, counsel for Capt. Dev- 
ery, then moved that all the testimony 
of Charles Bissell, Jr., clerk in Mr. Sea- 
grist’s office, be stricken out, on the ground 
that it did not in any way connect the 
accused with the crime charged. The mo- 
tion was denied, and an exception was 
taken. Col. James then asked the Court 
to instruct the jury to acquit the accused 
on the ground that there was no evidence 
before the court that. the defendant had 
committed a crime; that the evidence was 
insufficient to show a crime of extortion; 
that the facts proved did not constitute a 
crime, and that the facts proved did not 
show that a crime was committed. The mo- 
tions were denied, and Col. James took 
exceptions. He then moved for the dis- 
missal of the indictment on the sa 
grounds, which was denied, and an excep- 
tion was taken. Similar treatment was 
given his motion to discharge Capt. Dev- 
ery from custody. 

Col. James then began his opening ad- 
dress, and informed the jurymen that he 
would be able to show them that the testi- 
mony of Mr. Seagrist was untrue in every 
particular. He said that it would be shown 
that Mr. Seagrist was mistaken when he 
said he paid Capt. Devery $100 on the aft- 
ernoon of May 9, 1894, on the steps of the 
Old Slip Station House, for on that day 
there was a fire on the Clyde Line steam- 
Ship docks, at the foot of Catharine Street, 
and at 2 o’eclock in the afternoon Inspector 
Alexander §S. Williams called at the sta- 
tion house. and took Capt. Devery with 
him to the fire. They did not return until 
5:50 o’clock, and were together for a ghort 
time afterward, so that such a payment as 
Mr. Seagrist testified to was impossible. To 
be kind, Col. James said, he would call 
all of the builder’s testimony a “ series cf 
mistakes.”’ 

John F. Floyd produced the letter book 
used by Superintendent Byrnes at Police 
Headquarters to show that no communica- 
tion had been sent to Capt. Devery in 
May, 1894. He testified that Devery was 
away on leave of absence from April 21 to 
May 5, 1894. Seagrist had testitied that 
Ward Man Glennon had shown him a letter 
from Superintendent Byrnes to Capt. Dev- 
ery, complaining of the work in the de- 
molishing of the building at Pine Street 
and Broadway by Seagrist. 

Theodore Wandell, a detective in the 
Equitable Building, testified that he had 
been. greatly annoyed by the occupants of 
the building, who complained of the dust 
and dirt arising from the building» which 
Seagrist wag tearing down. He complained 
to Seagrist™and to the policeman on that 


Frank Travers, Superintendent of the 
Schermerhorn Building, and Angus McIn- 
tosh, formerly agent for the Duncan Build- 
ing, gave similar testimony. The latter 
wrote a letter of complaint to Capt. Dev- 
ery May 9, 1894. 

Detective Sergeant Madden, who was a 
ward man under Capt. Devery, testified 
that he took Mr. McIntosh’'s letter to Mr. 
Seagrist to read, and told the latter the 
nuisance must be abated. It is alleged by 
the prosecution that this letter was shown 
to Seagrist as coming from Superintendent 
Byrnes. 

Edward G. Glennon was then called to 
the stand by Col. James. Glennon gave his 
record on the police force. He denied hav- 
ing ever told either Mr. Seagrist or his 
clerk Bissell that they waquld have to see 
Capt. Devery. The first time he met Sea- 
grist, he said, was early on the afternoon 
of May 11, 1894, when Capt. Devery sent 
him to notify Seagrist that he must abate 
the nuisance, as complaints had been re- 
ceived from people in the Equitable and 
Duncan Buildings. He then remained only 
five minutes, and was accompanied by Po- 
liceman Kiernan. 

Policeman James J. Kiernan told the 
same story as Glennon had about the call 
made upon Seagrist on May 11. 

Ex-Inspector Alexander $. Williams was 
the next witness called, after a long con- 
sultation between the accused man’s coun- 
sel. He said that on May 9, 1894, at 1:55 
o’clock P. M., he visited the Old Slip Sta- 
tion and took Capt. Devery with him to the 
fire on the Clyde Line wharf, where he (the 
witness) remained until 4 o'clock. 

Ex-Fire Chief Joseph F. McGill testified 
that he had seen both Inspector Williams 
and Capt. Devery at the fire as late as 3:30 
o’ clock. 

Sergt. Thomas McCormack, who was 
detailed at the Old Slip Station in May, 
1894, testified to Capt. Devery being on 
hy of absence from April 21 to May 5,

Mr. O’Brien, who served several terms as 
a Ward Councilman; seems to have the 
field to himself for President. Many say the 
renomination of Recorder Connelly will sure- 
ly result in party defeat, and advocate John 
W. Goddard as the most likely Democrat 
to win. They point to Mr. Goddard’s record 
of many years in the Council with pride, and 
couple it with his experience and ability 
and the fact that. he never held salaried po- 
litical office, although particularly worthy. 

Among the contests for Ward Councilmen 
in the Second Ward the administration is 
admitted to have a very capable candidate 
in William A. Holmes, Sr., whose popular- 
ity and working qualities are established. 
Mr. Holmes is a well-known newspaper man 
in New-York City, whose only opponent is 
inexperienced in municipal affairs. While 
This is the first time Mr. Holmes has con- 
sented to run for any office, his friends 
know he is: well posted in municipal affairs. 
In the Fourth Ward two or three Demo- 
crats can run on election day and the Re- 
publican will not have a chance to win. 
Councilman Cassidy will_ doubtless be re- 
nominated in the Fifth Ward. Excepting 
the Third Ward, Democrats can sweep the 
city by nominating their strongest men,

Sewer Systems and Other Sanitary 


Matters Under Consideration, 


The State Board of Health met in the 
Hotel Metropole yesterday. All the mem- 
bers were present. The Secretary reported 
that since the last meeting 445 letters had 
been filed and 734 notices sent out. There 
was littie change in the general sanitary 
condition throughout the State. 

The Jamaica (L. I.) sewer system was dis- 
approved in a measure. Changes in the 
Mount Vernon sewer system were approved. 
A report from an Inspector regarding the 
typhoid fever epidemic in Elmira in ,Jan- 
uary last was received. It was found that 
the epidemic was caused by the use of 
water taken from the polluted river above 
the city, by bad drainage, and other un- 
sanitary conditions. The report was signed 
by Olin H.. Landreth of Schenectady. 

It was decided to request one of the State 
Senators to introduce a bill in the Legisiat- 
ure providing that when a town or village 
has no competent physician as a Health 
Officer an outsider may be employed. 

The President of the board was instructed 
by request from Buffalo to make an in- 
vestigation regarding the alleged sale of 
bob veal and other unwholesome articles of 
food in that city. he 

Attention was called to the condition of 
Newtown Creek. It was recommended that 
transcripts of certificates of deaths, births, 
and marriages be supplied at a stipulated 
fee. The board adjourned to meet at the 
call of the Chair in about a month.

WASHINGTON, March 235.—According to the 
latest available figures, there are in the 
whole country only about 30,000 persons who 


might be pensioned who have not asked for

sider that the United 
something not yet paid. Pension Superin- 
tendent Wright has recently aroused a pass- 
ing interest.in this matter by the answer he 
sent to the Senate inquiry as to whether 
the names of surviving soldiers and sailors 
and the widows of soldiers and sailors had 
been published. His answer was, as it had 
been a year ago, that the number was so 
great, and the information so long delayed 
after it was gathered, that it would not pay 
to print the seven large volumes necessary 
te make the census in that respect an avail- 
able record. 

The most impressive fact to be obtained 
by consideration of the pension figures and 
the census of availables, is that there 
very few persons having an apparent right 
to demand pensions who have not asked for 
them. In 1890, according to the census of 
that year, there were of surviving soldiers 
of the Union 1,034,073; of widows, 145,559; 
a total of 1,179,432. In 1895, at the close of 
the fiscal year, there were on all pension 
rolls, including Revolutionary survivors and 
tevolutionary widows and daughters, 070,- 
524 pensioners. Of this number there were 
of persons pensioned on account of the war 
of the rebellion 938,000, leaving only 31,000 
pensioners on account of all other wars. It 
is. apparent that, if all the persons unpro- 
vided for are entitled to pensions on ac- 
eount of services for the preservation of the 
Union, there are yet to be pensioned sore 
240,000 persons, soldiers or their widows or 
children. ’ : 

But these possible pensioners were not fai 
away. On June 3v, 1595, there were in the 
Pension Office 210,000 applications not acted 
upon. This indicates that there are about 
20,887 persons, surviving soldiers or wicows 
of soldiers who have not applied fora share 
of the pension money expended by the Gov- 
ernment. This is not a large number, and 
the wonder will be with those who consider 
the figures at all that it is not larger. The 
number of widows and minor children on 
the rolls is 195,916. The number of 
widows of the soldiers of rebellion 
only 145,000. i 
some 50,000 pensioners who are on the ré lls 
because they are minor children of those 
who have won a right to be pensioned.

and Brooklyn Ferry Company, for the New- 
York end of the new bridge. The bill has 
been favorably reported and will probably 
pass the Legislature. 

The Commissioners discussed the question 
of borings for the bridge foundations. Since 
Stearns Brothers of Brooklyn declined to 
undertake the contract on account of the 
uncertainties involved, the Commissioners 
have been negotiating with the New-York 
and New-Jersey Well Company of Ridge- 
wood, N. J., and yesterday the members 
of the firm attended the meeting to con-” 
sider the matter. So much will depend on 
the nature of the rock and soil in which the 
borings are to be made before a definite 
price for the work can be fixed that the 
contract will have to be drawn up with a 
view to meeting many contingencies, and in 
order to give both parties an opportunity 
to exercise due caution, final action on the 
contract was deferred until Saturday.

Detective Geyer found a towel near the 
body, and the supposition is that Langdon 
Saturated this towel with ether or chloro- 
form, and after placing it over the girl’s 
face, drugged himself. 

Police Surgeon Andrews examined Lang- 
don, and found that he had inhaled the: 
fumes of some _ soporific drug, probably 
ether. The prisoner’s tongue and lips are 
covered with ulcers similar to those found 
on the lips of the dead girl. Just what 
caused these eruptions has not yet 
been decided. 

To a reporter to-day Dr. 
“I found that the whole of Langdon’s 
tongue was a series of mucous patches. 
From the tip of the tongue to the root there 
is considerable irritation, with small red 
indentures surrounded by white circles. 
Ulcerations of this character might be 
caused by mineral acids, but in this case 
mineral acids were scarcely used, as the 
inflammation and ulcerations would be 
greater.

The spectators greeted him tith a loud, 
inhuman yell; he tossed his head proudly 
and pawed up the ground as he looked 
defiantly around, lashing his glossy sides 
with his tail. A splendid creature, standing 
there alone, surrounded by his enemies. 
Then, with a haughty bellow, he lowered 
his head and charged the nearest picador. 

In a few minutes it became apparent that 
this bull was whet is called in toro slang 
resabido, i. e., a bull which charges with 
his eyes open.. Such bulls make the bull- 
fight a contest of life and death for the 
toreros. 

Again and again he cleared the arena, 
the toreros saving themselves by escaping 
behind the eight-foat barrier which sur- 
rounds the buil ring, the wretched horses 
lying dead or dying on the blood-stained 
sand within. 

The plebeian portion of the audience w2re 
wrought to a state of frenzy; even the fine 
ladies and gentlemen in the boxes threw 
aside thcir affectation of well-bred indiXer- 





ence, and, rising, leaned forward, waving 
their handkerchiefs and fans. It was felt 
that some fatal accident must occur unless 
the bull were soon killed. A foreign Prince 
sitting beside the King grew nervous, and 
in a whisper begged him to give the signal 
for the animal to receive its coup de grace. 
But King Alfonso hesitated. His indecision 
was ended by the appearance of a torero 
who had not yet shown himself, and who 
now strolled forward from one of the side 
entrances and walked across the arena.

Guapito, the first espada of Spain, was

The bull was in possession of the arena 
and was flinging his huge bulk against the 
barrier over which a flying banderillero had 
just escaped. .The wooden palisade cracked 
and rocked as he renewed the attack again 
and. again. If not diverted, the animal 
might overthrow it and get among the 
spectators, an accident which has occasion- 
ally happened with exceptionally ferocious 
bulls. 

Bright as a butterfly, his close-fitting 
costume of crimson satin, laced with gold, 
setting off his well-knit figure, Guapito went 
quietly behind the bull and seized him by 
the tail. The infuriated beast turned brisk- 
ly round and stood for a minute eyeing his 
puny assailant in surprise. The espada 
placed his hand on his hip and waited. 

Then a tumult arose to which all the pre- 
vious hubbub had been as nothing; the 
excitement’ which had been growing and 
spreading from person to person in that 
vast assembly since the beginning of the 
corrida, now burst forth, and madness pos- 
sessed them; feeble old men, caught in the 
vortex, bent themselvés double, and, 
stretching thefr fists toward . the bull, 
shrieked forth curses; ttle children flung

Acting Inspectors Get No Advantage 
as to Promotions. 


The three new Acting Inspectors, Capts. 
Thompson, O'Keefe, and Harley, yesterday 
assumed the duties of the places to which 
they were assigned by Chief Conlin with- 
out consultation with the majority of the 
Police Commissioners. Commissioner Park- 
er appears to have been the only mem- 
ber of the board in the confidence of the 
Chief. President Roosevelt said yesterday 
that the majority of the board did not 
know of the assignments until they were 
made, and did not consider the assign- 
ments of these Captains as Acting In- 
spectors as placing them in the line of pro- 
motion, 

“The assignments have been made by the 
Chief,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “ entirely upon 
his own authority, and the men whom he 
has assigned will get no rating from the 
board by reason of their having acted in 
such capacity when the time comes for the 
filling of the vacant Inspectcerships. Of 
course, the fact that they were assigned to 
this duty by the Chief will not be detri- 
mental to their chances for promotion, but 
they will get no special credit from it.” 

When asked if there was a contest be- 
tween him and the Qhief over the pending 
promotions Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“I have no fight with the Chief. He is 
acting within the scope cf his powers as 
defined in the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel, which he obtained. But we, that 
is, ghe majority of the Board of Police, be- 
lieVe that the legislation which permits 
the Chief to have full power of transfers, 
assignments, and details without regard to 
the will of the Commissioners is ill ad- 
vised and pernicious, and we shall en- 
deavor to have this evil corrected by the 
present Legislature, if possible... The Board 
of Police has the power to appoint patrci- 
men, but it has not the power under this 
law to make a Roundsman, and when it 
makes Sergeants it must take them from 
the Roundsmen assigned to that duty by 
the Chief. A. majority of the board has 
the power to appoint and tp dismiss mem- 
bers of the force, and this same majority 
has the power to appoint a Chief, but when 
it comes to the promotion of a Sergeant, or 
a Captain, or an Inspector, the board must 
be unanimous, or, if not, three members, 
with the aid of the Chief, can make such 
promotions. One member of the board, 
with the aid of the Chief, can in this way 
indefinitely hold off all promotions. That 
is exactly the situation in the department 
to-day, and it may be continued indefinite- 
ly unless we can succeed in getting the 
law amended, taking the power away 
fram the Chief and placing it in the hands 
of the Police Commissioners, where, in my 
opinion, it properly belongs. 

“There is no question of politics in this 
matter; it is simply an earnest desire on 
our part to do the best by the force and 
by the people of this city. 

It had long been known that there was a 
great deal of official friction between Com- 
missioner Parker and his colleagues in the 
board, but this difference of opinion came 
strongly in evidence when the board at- 
tempted to promote Capts. Brooks and Mc- 
Cullagh to be Inspectors, they having act- 
ed in that capacity for over nine months. 
Commissioner Parker demurred, and then 
Chief Conlin was asked to recommend 
these men for promotion, but he refused, 
and therefore the promotions could not be 
made, as only three Commissioners were 
willling to vote ofr them.
